Associates   Voice  Tributes 
to  Retiring  Leader 


Nearly  300  hospital  colleagues  and 
other  friends  and  associates  of  Mr. 
Bacon  attended  the  dinner  given  by 
the  Chicago  Hospital  Council  at  the 
Blackstone  on  Jan.  15  in  honor  of 
the  veteran  administrator's  75th 
birthday  anniversary.  Guests  in- 
cluded a  number  from  a  distance. 

The  toastmaster  was  Dr.  Arthur 
C.  Bachmeyer,  director  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  Clinics  and  presi- 
dent of  the  American  College  of 
Hospital  Administrators.  Following 
the  invocation  by  the  Rev.  Russell  L.

Although  figures  tell  only  a  part  of  the 
story  of  the  growth  and  development  of 
the  hospital  during  Mr.  Bacon's  forty  and 
a  half  years'  service  here,  they  do  tell  an 
important  part  of  the  story.  Here  are 
some  comparative  statistics: 

1899  1940

Births    82  959 

Average  stay  of

Death  rate 5%  2.4% 

From  the  admission  of  the  first  patient 
on  Aug.  20,  1884  through  March  31,  1900, 
a.  total  of  24,900  patients  had  been  admit- 
ted; from  that  date  through  Dec.  31, 
1940,  admissions  totaled  more  than 
340,000. 


AT  BIRTHDAY  DINNER

Dicks,  chaplain  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, greetings  were  extended  by 
Mr.  Frederick  L.  McNally,  president 
of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Clinton  F. 
.Smith,  chairman  of  the  administra- 
tors' section  of  the  Council. 

The  gnest  speaker  was  Dr.  Na- 
thaniel W.  Faxon,  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital, Bos- 
ton, who  said  in  part : 

"Tonight  we  are  gathered  here  to 
celebrate  the  75th  birthday  of  a  friend 
and  associate.  To  know  him  is  to  respect 
him;  to  call  him  friend  is  an  honor  to  us. 
It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  all  of  us  to  be 
here  tonight  and  tell  him,  probably  to  his 
embarrassment,  how  much  we  think  of 
him,  and  to  wish  him  many  happy  re- 
turns of  this  day,  when  having  completed 
three-quarters  of  a  century,  he  sweeps 
along  towards  another  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury and  sweeps  into  the  final  quarter  in 
a  grandstand  finish. 

An    Unusual   Record 

"Forty  years  —  over  a  third  of  a  cen- 
tury —  is  a  long  time  for  anyone  to 
direct  the  destiny  of  an  important  and 
expanding  institution  such  as  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital.  Only  one  who  has  been 
closely  connected  with  a  hospital  can 
truly  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  such  a 
task.  The  multitude  of  directions,  deci- 
sions and  counsels  that  have  confronted 
him  during  these  years  is  stupendous. 
How  many  careful  plans  for  the  future 
of  his  beloved  hospital  he  has  carried  to 
completion  can  never  be  counted.  How 
many  kindly  words  and  deeds  he  has  ac- 
complished during  these  years  will  never 
be  known  because  he  is  one  that  doeth 
good  quietly  and  unostentatiously,  whose 
right  hand  knoweth  not  what  his  left 
hand  doeth,  but  those  of  us  who  know 
him  know  also  that  no  day  passes  with- 
out some  kindly  act  on  his  part. 

"On  occasions  such  as  this,  when  we 
are  enjoying  the  present,  it  is  not  in- 
appropriate to  review  the  past  and  per- 
haps to  predict  cautiously  regarding  the 
future.  Let  us  consider,  then,  what 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  hospital 
world  during  the  40  years  covered  by  Mr. 
Bacon's  active  connection  with  hospitals. 

Hospitals   Increase   in    Number 

"In  1900  there  were  1,000  hospitals  in 
the  United  States.  Today  there  are  6,226, 
containing  1,195,000  beds  and  caring  for 
10,000,000  patients  each  year.  Nothing 
could  more  strikingly  illustrate  the 
changing  attitude  of  a  one  time  doubtful 
public  than  their  support  of  this  sixfold 
expansion  in  hospital  numbers  and  their 
present  unqualified  acceptance  of  hos- 
pitals as  a  public  necessity  and,  further- 
more, as  the  place  of  choice  in  which  to 
have  sickness  cared  for.  Instead  of  turn- 
ing to  hospitals  only  as  a  place  of  last 
resort,  now,  when  sickness  comes,  they 
are  the  first  consideration.  From  abodes 
of  despair  they  have  become  havens  of 
rest  and  hope." 

Dr.  Faxon  then  discussed  briefly  the 
physical  changes  that  have  taken  place 
in  hospitals  and  pointed  out  that  Mr. 
Bacon  had  contributed  a  carefully  de- 
vised plan  which  had  done  much  toward 
replacing  large  open  wards  with  smaller 
unit6;,  while  permitting  a  maximum  of 
comfort,  nursing  care  and  supervision 
with  a  minimum  of  space,  effort  and  per- 


sonnel. After  discussing  advances  in  the 
various  scientific  services  and  other  im- 
provements, the  speaker  continued: 

"In  our  present  day  Protestant  denomi- 
national hospitals  and  Catholic  hospitals 
form  20  percent  of  all  hospitals.  In  them 
religion  and  spiritual  values  have  always 
tilled  a  more  important  part  of  hospital 
life  than  in  the  incorporated  charitable 
hospitals  or  in  governmental  hospitals. 
In  all  groups  there  has  been  an  internal 
as  well  as  an  external  pressure  to  force 
them  more  and  more  into  a  business 
mold. 

An   Over-Emphasis  on   Business 

"Emphasis  on  business  methods  of 
management,  of  purchase,  of  accounting, 
of  personnel  relations,  of  hours  and 
wages,  even  a  tightening  of  admission 
procedures  with  greater  stress  upon 
ability  to  pay  and  later  on  collections  are 
examples.  This  has  had  a  tendency  to 
drive  out  some  of  the  older  spirit  of 
charity  to  the  unfortunate  and  to  limit 
the  free  work  and  to  emphasize  the  ward 
pay  and  the  private  patient.  Moreover,  it 
has  seriously  affected  the  attitude  of 
those  working  in  hospitals,  leading  them 
to  think  of  themselves  as  employes  in  the 
same  way  they  would  if  employed  in  a 
business  concern.  This  attitude  has  been 
fostered  by  legislation  proposed  by  labor 
unions  and  socially  minded  persons. 

"Fortunately  there  is  evidence  that 
this  over-emphasis  on  business  methods 
has  produced  a  reaction  and  that  people 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  a  spirit  of 
service  and  charity  is  an  essential  part 
of  a  hospital  and  that  all  who  work 
therein  must  bring  to  their  work  this 
spirit  and  a  determination  to  give  to 
their  institution  something  more  than 
that  for  which  they  receive  wages  or 
salaries. 

A   Fine   Example 

"The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has 
throughout  its  existence  been  a  fine  ex- 
ample of  the  denominational  hospital. 
Mr.  Bacon  has  steadfastly  in  his  private 
life  and  hospital  life,  by  example  and 
precept,  lived  his  religion  and  has  kept 
the  spirit,  of  service  and  charity  upper- 
most in  his  hospital.  It  must  be  a  real 
comfort  to  him  and  to  the  trustees  and 
supporters  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
to  see  this  return  to  the  appreciation  of 
spiritual  values  to  which  they  have  stead- 
fastly adhered  during  this  gloomy  period. 

"May  the  light  that  has  shone  for  75 
years  from  Asa  Bacon's  example  and 
from  his  deeds,  strengthen  and  encourage 
us,  who  are  gathered  here  tonight  in  ap- 
preciation of  his  merit  and  accomplish- 
ments, to  profit  by  his  example." 

Others  Voice  Tributes 

Dr.  Faxon's  address  was  followed  by 
a  number  of  three-minute  talks  by  repre- 
sentatives of  various  organizations  and 
groups  with  which  Mr.  Bacon  has  been 
associated. 

Dr.  Bert  W.  Caldwell,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  American  Hospital  Associa- 
tion, said  that  the  ancient  admonition 
"In  treating  the  patient,  do  not  forget 
the  man,"  had  been  exemplified  in  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  more  than  in  any  other 
institution  with  which  he  had  come  in 
contact.  He  expressed  the  desire  that 
good  fortune  might  be  as  good  to  Mr. 
Bacon  and  those  dear  to  him  as  he  has 
been  to  others. 

Dr.  Malcolm  T.  MacEachern,  associate 
director,  American  College  of  Surgeons, 
said  that  he  had  known  Mr.  Bacon  for  26 


years  and  had  always  regarded  him  as 
personified  youth.  "No  matter  where  i 
travel,  when  I  mention  Mr.  Bacon's 
name,  or  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  peo- 
pl.e  know  what  I  am  talking  about." 

From  American   Medical  Assn. 

Dr.  VV.  D.  Cutter,  secretary,  Council  on 
Medical  Education  and  Hospitals,  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association,  was  the  next 
speaker.  He  said  that  it  was  "a  privilege 
to  bring  to  Mr.  Bacon  the  felicitations  of 
the  American  Medical  Association  for  the 
distinguished  service  you  have  rendered 
to  your  institution,  to  the  patients  and  to 
the  public.  All  of  us  feel  a  sense  of  obli- 
gation to  you  for  the  high  standards 
maintained  at  Presbyterian  Hospital." 

Edgar  Blake,  Jr.,  of  Gary,  Ind.,  repre- 
sented the  American  Protestant  Hospital 
Association,  of  which  he  is  vice-president. 
He  said  that  Mr.  Bacon  "has  helped  us 
all  to  be  a  little  more  Christian  in  char- 
acter and  less  denominational,"  and  that 
he  brought  from  the  members  of  the 
Association  to  Mr.  Bacon,  greetings,  love, 
and  best  wishes  for  health  and  happiness. 

On   Behalf  of  Catholic  Hospitals 

Reverend  Father  John  W.  Barrett,  Di- 
rector of  Catholic  Hospitals,  Archdiocese 
of  Chicago,  was  to  have  given  a  response 
on  behalf  of  the  Catholic  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation. However,  he  was  detained  in  St. 
Louis  at  a  hospital  conference  from 
which  he  sent  the  following  telegram: 

"Deeply  regret  I  cannot  be  present  to 
convey  personally  the  congratulations 
and  best  wishes  of  the  Catholic  Hospitals 
of  Chicago  area  to  Mr.  Bacon  on  the 
occasion  of  the  testimonial  dinner  honor- 
ing his  75th  birthday.  The  officers  of  the 
Catholic  Hospital  Association  and  the 
Council  on  Nursing  Education  assembled 
in  St.  Louis  join  me  in  felicitating  Mr. 
Bacon  and  wish  to  thank  him  for  his 
service  to  the  hospitals  of  the  nation." 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Mr. 
John  McKinlay,  president,  said  that  Mr.  ' 
Bacon  had  justly  earned  the  title  emeri- 
tus "and  we  know  that  his  advice  and 
counsel  will  always  be  available  when  we  ! 
ask  for  it,  and  we  shall  ask  for  it  often." 

Kindly   Human   Service 

Dr.  Wilber  E.  Post,  president  of  the  :'j 
Medical  Staff  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  ' 
said  in  part: 

"It  is  a  privilege  and  a  great  pleasure     J 
to    add    a    few    words   of   tribute    to   Mr.   j 
Bacon    and    to    present    our    sincere    ac-  1 
knowlegment  of  our  indebtedness  for  his 
service.     Above    all,    his    life    has    meant  [ 
kindly  human  service  to  the  sick  and  to 
all   those   who   would  render  aid   to  the  | 
sick. 

"At  a  recent  dinner  in  his  honor  given 
by  his  own  hospital,  one  was  impressed 
by  two  features:  first,  the  whole  hospital 
family  was  there  —  the  Board  of  Man-  | 
aejers,  the  engineers,  the  housekeepers, 
the  chef,  librarian,  pharmacist,  office 
force,  interns,  nurses,  Medical  Staff,  the 
Woman's  Board,  and  Mr.  Bacon's  succes- 
sor. All  wished  to  honor  him.  Second,  in  I 
his  response  to  the  tributes  offered,  Mr. 
Bacon  talked  not  so  much  of  the  past  as  '■'■ 
of  plans  for  the  future.  This  is  so  char- 
acteristic that  I  warn  Mr.  Bacon  that  if 
he  thinks  all  of  these  affairs  in  his  honor 
mean  that  he  is  getting  out  of  work  it 
may  mean  he  is  getting  into  a  bigger  and 
better  job.

"As  this  evening's  occasion  testifies,  his 
thoughts  and  his  work  have  been  not 
only  for  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  but 
for  other  hospitals,  for  hospital  and  med- 
ical and  welfare  service  in  general  and 
for  medical  education  — ■  and  the  center 
of  and  the  reason  for  them  all  is  the 
patient  and  the  welfare  of  his  fellowmen." 

His  Greatest  Challenge 

Mr.  J.  Dewey  Lutes,  who  was  intro- 
duced next,  said  that  he  regarded  his 
task  as  Mr.  Bacon's  successor  "as  the 
greatest  challenge  in  my  life."  Mr.  Lutes 
said  in  part: 

"It  is  regrettable  that  necessity  de- 
mands brevity  in  our  remarks  to  eulogize 
our  true  friend  who  sits  in  our  humble 
presence,  basking  in  a  halo  of  greatness 
—  himself  his  only  parallel. 

"As  he  sits  here  I  imagine  he  is  suf- 
fused, as  well  he  may  be,  with  a  feeling 
of  gratitude  for  the  many  years  —  years 
chock  full  of  service,  he  has  given  to  ihe 
enrichment  of  others'  lives. 

"As  we  look  at  him  this  evening  it  is 
only  natural,  even  normal  that  envy 
lurks  in  every  countenance.  Not  envy  of 
the  love  and  admiration  he  excites  and 
so  largely  receives  but  envy  that  nature 
is  so  sparing  in  endowing  men  with  bene- 
ficent natures  akin  to  his. 

"Because  his  life  has  been  so  devoted 
to  giving,  unselfish  and  utterly  unmind- 
ful of  any  personal  reward,  it  requires  no 
laborious  reasoning  on  our  part  to  con- 
clude that  happiness,  man's  greatest  and 
scarcest  reward,  is  his  to  enjoy.

"Someone  has  said  something  to  this 
effect  in  paying  tribute  to  a  person: 

Gracious  to  all,  to  none  subservient; 
and  without  offense  he  spoke  the 
word  he  meant. 

In  truth  that  is  Mr.  Bacon.  When  one 
comes  to  practice  such  art  consistently, 
he  walks  in  the  shadows  of  the  great.  It 
is  said  the  atmosphere  in  a  hospital,  the 
very  soul  of  the  institution,  is  something 
so  intangible'  as  to  be  indefinable.  That's 
the  predicament  I  find  myself  in  when, 
as  now,  I  attempt  to  convey  my  analysis 
of  Asa  Bacon  to  you.  His  attributes  are 
so  natural  that  they  are  always  mani- 
fest, yet  words  fail  you  for  an  adequate 
expression. 


MEET  OUR  NEW  SUPERINTENDENT 


Mr.  J.  Dewey 
Lutes  became 
superintendent  of 
Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital on  Jan.  1, 
coming  here  from 
Ravenswood  Hos- 
pital, where  he  had 
served  as  superin- 
tendent for  nearly 
ten  years.  He  has 
had  19  years'  ex- 
perience as  a  suc- 
cessful hospital  ad- 
ministrator. 
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"With  a  life  so  devoted,  so  full,  so  rich, 
yet  lived  so  naturally  is  there  any  won- 
der that  we  think  of  him  as  being 
seventy-five  years  young. 

"However  nobly  and  beautifully 
worded  our  expressions  have  been  they 
still  fall  short  of  the  man  to  whom  we 
extend  our  best  wishes  for  a  happy  birth- 
day with  many,  many  more  to  follow  for 
both  himself  and  Mrs.  Bacon." 

Presents   Unique  Gift 

Dr.  Bachmeyer  spoke  on  behalf  of  the 
American  College  of  Hospital  Adminis- 
trators, after  which  he  presented  to  Mr. 
Bacon  a  bound  volume  containing  letters 
from  over  200  hospital  leaders  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  expressing 
appreciation  for  Mr.  Bacon's  years  of 
service  in  the  hospital  field.  Mr.  Bach- 
meyer then  called  on  Mr.  Bacon,  who 
spoke  briefly,  thanking  his  friends  for 
honoring  him  on  this  occasion  and  for 
the  many  words  of  appreciation  lhat  had 
been  spoken.  He  commented  on  the 
great  changes  that  had  taken  place  in 
hospital  service  and  facilities  since  he 
began  his  work  at  Presbyterian  Hospital 
in  1900.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the 
younger  hospital  administrators  of  today 
have  at  their  beck  and  call  a  vast 
amount  of  helpful  literature  as  well  as 
the  privilege  of  exchanging  views  and 
gleaning  ideas  at  hospital  institutes  and 
conventions,  none  of  which  advantages 
were  available  in  earlier  years.  In  con- 
clusion, he  said  "I  hope  to  continue  to  be 
of  service  so  far  as  I  can  to  the  hospital 
field  and  to  do  everything  I  can  for  my 
beloved  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  for 
all  of  my  friends  in  the  hospital  field  — 
the  finest  people  in  all  the  world." 

A  large  number  of  telegrams  received 
from  different  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  extended  birthday  greetings 
to  Mr.  Bacon.  During  the  serving  of  the 
dinner,  a  program  of  pipe  organ  music 
entertained  the  guests.  Arrangements 
for  this  pleasant  and  highly  successful 
event  in  Mr.  Bacon's  honor  were  in 
charge  of  Mr.  E.  E.  Salisbury,  executive 
director  of  the  Chicago  Hospital  Council. 


BOTH  ARE  ROTARIANS 

Mr.  Bacon  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Chicago  Rotary  Club,  Number  One  since 
1925.  Coincident  with  his  removal  from 
the  city  in  January,  he  was  given  a  re- 
tired member's  designation.  Mr.  Lutes, 
successor  to  Mr.  Bacon  as  hospital  super- 
intendent, was  made  his  successor  as  an 
active  member  of  the  Rotary  Club. 

Mr.  Bacon's  membership  in  the  Rotary 
Club  meant  a  great  deal  to  him  and  to 
his  associates  in  the  club.  He  has  worked 
on  several  committees  and  his  atten- 
dance record  came  close  to  100  percent. 
The  Rotary  Club  motto  is  "Service  Above 
Self."  The  president  of  the  club,  Mr. 
Howard  K.  Jackson  and  Mrs.  Jackson, 
together  with  Mr.  B.  O.  Jones,  chairman 
of  the  Sunshine  committee,  and  Mrs. 
Jones  were  among  the  guests  present  at 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Family  Dinner 
on  Jan.  10. 

Among  many  fellow  Rotarians  from 
whom  Mr.  Bacon  received  letters  was 
Dr.  W.  Franklin  Wood,  president  of  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Boston,  and  administrator 
of  McLean  Hospital,  Waverley,  Mass.

Past  and  present  officers  of  na- 
tional and  state  hospital  organiza- 
tions were  among  the  colleagues  of 
Mr.  Bacon  who  sent  letters  of  appre- 
ciation to  him  on  learning  of  his 
retirement. 

Dr.  Benjamin  W.  Black  of  Oak- 
land, Calif.,  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Hospital  Association,  wrote  in 
part : 

"Years  before  I  was  privileged  to 
call  you  friend,  you  had  been  the 
vital  inspiration  in  the  lives  of 
young  men  who  gained  so  many  of 
the  intangibles  while  serving  as 
house  officers  in  the  great  Presby- 
terian Hospital.  Not  only  did  the 
young  doctors  partake  of  your  kind- 
ly spirit  and  inspirational  leader- 
ship, but  all  others  with  whom  you 
came  in  contact  profited  by  the  asso- 
ciation. You  have  represented  the 
finest  characteristics  of  the  adminis- 
trator of  a  great  hospital,  and  to 
know  you  was  but  to  respect  and 
admire  you. 

"When  I  first  learned  by  personal 
contact  that  you  were  the  Asa  S. 
Bacon  who  had  made  the  greatness 
of  your  hospital  synonymous  with 
its  great  leader,  I  found  you  shy  and 
retiring,  always  anxious  to  pav 
tribute  and  give  credit  to  your  fel- 
lows; modest  in  the  extreme  but 
withal  loyal,  honest,  and  inspiring."

( )ne  superintendent  commented  on 
the  fact  that  when  she  came  to  her 
present  post  a  few  years  ago,  a 
stranger  in  Chicago,  she  wondered 
' '  at  whose  gate  I  should  knock  in 
my  search  for  a  helpful  friend." 
Her  letter  continues :  ' '  You  did  not 
wait  for  me  to  knock.  With  your 
great  kindness  of  heart  and  sensi- 
tiveness to  the  needs  of  others,  you 
opened  wide  the  gate  and  bade  me 
welcome.

In  his  response  at  one  of  the  dinners 
given  in  his  honor,  Mr.  Bacon  expressed 
his  own  appreciation  of  the  fine  coopera- 
tion that  had  been  extended  through  the 
years  by  various  business  firms  and 
manufacturers  with  whom  he  had  dealt. 
That  this  cooperation  was  mutual  is 
proved  by  the  letters  received  from  the 
heads  of  many  of  these  companies.  The 
following  excerpt  from  one  of  these  is 
typical  of  the  sentiments  expressed  in 
all  of  them: 

"For  25  years  I  have  worked  in  this 
hospital  field  of  ours.  For  25  years  the 
name  Asa  Bacon  has  stood  for  all  that 
was  right,  fine,  generous,  and  noble.

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  was  organized  in  1903  by  Miss 
M,  Helena  McMillan,  who  retired  in  1938 
after  nearly  36  years  of  outstanding 
leadership,  during  which  the  School  of 
Nurs-'ng  and  the  nursing  service  in  the 
hospital  attained  first  rank  because  of 
the  high  standards  maintained.  Miss 
Dorothy  Rogers,  an  alumna  of  the  school 
is  its  present  director. 


From  John  E.  Ransom 

John  E.  Ransom,  now  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater 
New  York,  was  the  superintendent  of 
Central.  Free  Dispensary,  1915-20.  The 
following  paragraph  is  taken  from  a 
letter  which  Mr.  Ransom  wrote  to  Mr.

Mr.   McKinlay  Toastmaster 

Mr.  McKinlay  was  toastmaster  for  the 
informal  program  which  followed  the 
dinner.  The  invocation  was  given  by 
Rev.  Anderson.  Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey, 
president,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Wo- 
man's Board.  She  said  that  Mr.  Bacon 
has  served  as  a  liaison  officer,  always 
ready  to  guide,  direct,  and  encourage  the 
women  in  their  work  for  the  hospital. 
"When  we  had  new  ideas,"  said  Mrs. 
Shorey,  he  has  either  aided  and  urged  us 
on,  or  has  shown  us  tactfully  but  firmly 
that  we  were  stepping  out  of  our  sphere. 
If  he  had  some  new  scheme  he  wished  to 
try  that  was  of  a  welfare  or  recreational 
nature,  he  knew  he  could  count  on  our 
cooperation." 

Has  Encouraged  Work  of  Women 

The  speaker  then  told  how  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Woman's  Board  had  expanded 
under  Mr.  Bacon's  regime.  She  mentioned 
the  Social  Service  department,  estab- 
lished by  the  Woman's  Board  in  1908  and 
since  supported  by  that  group.  Presby- 
terian Hospital  was  the  first  in  Chicago 
to  establish  such  a  department.  The  part 
which  the  Woman's  Board  had,  with  Mr. 
Bacon's  encouragement,  in  demonstrat- 
ing the  value  of  Occupational  Therapy, 
resulting  in  this  department  being  estab- 
lished by  the  hospital  in  1917;  and  the 
development  of  the  hospital  library  serv- 
ice with  a  full-time  professional  librarian 
supported  by  the  Woman's  Board  since 
1929,  were  other  projects  mentioned  by 
Mrs.  Shorey.  She  pointed  out  further 
that  Mr.  Bacon  has  faithfully  attended 
the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Board,  al- 
ways held  in  the  hospital,  and  has  kept 
them  informed  about  hospital  problems, 
new  developments,  etc.  This  policy,  she 
said  "enables  our  members  to  go  forth 
among  our  friends  with  correct  facts 
about  the  institution.  We  represent  and 
build  up  an  intimate  feeling  of  responsi- 
bility for  the  hospital.  We  could  have 
accomplished  little  without  Mr.  Bacon  as 
our  link  with  the  professional  side  of  the 
hospital.    We  hope  we  shall  give  him  no 


cause  for  regret  as  we  continue  to  meet 
new  educational  and  welfare  demands  in 
our  hospital  of  the  future." 

On   Behalf  of  Clerical   Board 

Rev.  Anderson  spoke  on  behalf  of  the 
Clerical  Board  and  the  churches  of  the 
Chicago  Presbytery.    He  said  in  part: 

"The  thing  which  has  always  impressed 
me  about  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is 
that  it  has  had  a  rare  combination  of 
comfort  and  healing,  of  faith  and  works, 
of  skill  and  prayer.  Ambrose  Pare  had 
written  over  the  door  of  his  school  of 
medicine  the  following  inscription:  "I 
dressed  the  wound,  God  healed  the  pa- 
tient." This  is  exactly  the  combination 
which  some  of  us  have  found  in  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital.  One  of  the  great 
reasons  why  it  is  found  in  the  hospital  is 
because  it  is  found  first  in  the  center  of 
the  personality  of  a  man,  and  that  man 
is  the  one  whom  we  seek  to  honor  to- 
night. Mr.  Bacon  has  had  that  rare 
ability  of  getting  the  staff  and  the  nurses, 
the  boards  and  the  patients  and  the  sup- 
porting public  to  cooperate  and  do  team- 
work together  for  the  healing  of  the  pa- 
tient. At  a  time  when  in  many  areas 
religion  and  science  fell  apart,  he  held 
them  together  in  a  practical  way.  At  a 
time  when  brains  and  inventions  are  be- 
ing used  for  destruction,  he  uses  them 
for  constructive  healing.  .  .  . 

"We  respect  Mr.  Bacon  because  of  his 
success  in  the  management  of  the  hos- 
pital, but  we  love  him  because  of  his 
true  Christian  character.  Had  his  hos- 
pital, stood  in  Bethlehem  there  would 
have  been  a  place  for  Mary  and  her 
Child.  Had  it  stood  in  Jericho  the  Good 
Samaritan  would  never  have  needed  to 
return.  Mr.  Bacon  would  have  at- 
tended to  that  for  him.  I  have  never 
heard  an  unkind  word  said  relative  to 
this  good  man.  He  has  been  through  all 
the  years  a  devoted  Christian  and  an 
earnest  Elder  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Apart  from  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  such 
lives  as  his  and  such  institutions  as  the 
hospital  are  unexplainable."

In  her  talk  on  behalf  of  the  nursing 
department  and  the  School  of  Nursing, 
Miss  Rogers  told  of  the  impressions  of 
Mr.  Bacon  which  she  gained  during  her 
student  days  in  the  school  and  said  that 
she  felt  honored  in  having  the  privilege 
of  working  for  the  institution  which  is 
in  so  great  a  degree  an  expression  of  the 
ideals  of  Miss  McMillan  and  Mr.  Bacon. 
In  conclusion,  she  said  "Mr.  Bacon,  we 
shall  never  forget  your  friendliness, 
kindliness,  counsel  and  cooperation.  You 
will  continue  to  walk  with  us  and  you 
will  never  leave  us,  because  of  what  you 
have  given  to  us." 

For  the   Medical  Staff 

Dr.  James  B.  Herrick  spoke  on  behalf 
of  the  Medical  Staff.  He  said  that  he 
had  been  associated  with  Presbyterian 
Hospital  almost  from  its  beginning,  hav- 
ing matriculated  at  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege in  1885.  He  joined  the  Medical  Staff 
in  1891.  He  said  that  Mr.  Bacon  posses- 
sed the  three  "hums"  of  success — humili- 
ty, humor,  and  humanity.  "Mr.  Bacon's 
humanity  is  the  most  striking  of  his  char- 
acteristics. People  were  not  regarded  as 
cases  but  as  individuals.  He  had  a 
notion  that  the  hospital  should  be  run 
for  the  individual  and  that  the  center  of 
the  hospital  was  the  patient,"  said  Dr. 
Herrick.

He  has  given  of  his  brains, 
his  energy,  his  time,  and  his  labor  for 
the  public  good.

In  calling  upon  Mr.  Bacon  for  a  re- 
sponse, Mr.  McKinlay  expressed  the 
great  regret  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
because  of  Mr.  Bacon's  decision  to  retire.

what  the  different  speakers  had  said 
about  him  as  well  as  the  fact  that  this 
was  the  first  hospital  "family"  dinner 
that  had  ever  been  held.  Continuing  he 
said: 

"The  real  story  back  of  any  institution 
is  that  of  the  men  and  women  who  sup- 
port, manage,  and  do  its  daily  work.  All 
success  depends  upon  their  ability  and 
devotion  as  individuals  and  their  cooper- 
ative spirit.  Hundreds  of  persons  have 
built  and  are  maintaining  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital.  The  contribution  of 
each,  whether  it  be  a  glass  of  jelly,  a 
sum  of  money,  or  faithful  performance 
of  daily  duty,  is  vitally  important. 

"In  giving  toward  a  realization  of  an 
ideal  of  human  service,  there  is  created 
a  vast  wealth  in  intangible,  spiritual 
assets,  values  which  cannot  be  counted 
or  measured,  but  which  are  really  there, 
true  and  permanent.  The  most  illustri- 
ous names  in  Chicago  are  found  in  the 
roster  of  men  and  women  who  have  been 
identified  with  the  hospital  since  its  in- 
ception and  so  the  essence  of  success  of 
our  institution  lies  not  in  the  work  of 
any  one  individual  but  of  many. 

Will  Treasure  Memories 
"The  pleasant  memories  I  shall  take 
with  me  will  be  my  greatest  treasure  the 
few  years  I  have  left  because  of  the 
pleasant  thoughts  these  memories  will 
bring  — •  the  Board  of  Managers,  which 
io  the  policy-forming  board,  has  been  my 
great  bulwark  of  strength;  the  Woman's 


Board,  which  has  always  been  ready  and 
willing  to  lend  a  helping  hand  and  often 
to  sacrifice  when  necessary  to  improve 
the  service;  the  Medical  Staff,  whose 
members  have  brought  high  honors  in 
their  respective  specialties  not  only  to 
themselves  but  to  the  hospital;  the  loyal- 
ty and  devotion  of  the  interns  and  resi- 
dents; the  nurses  working  shoulder  to 
shoulder  with  the  staff,  always  ready  and 
willing  in  any  emergency;  the  faithful 
heads  of  departments  and  the  employes, 
all  of  whom  have  lived  up  to  our  slogan: 
The  patient  comes  first. 

"I  thank  the  dealers  and  their  sales- 
men who  have  served  the  hospital  well. 
The  cooperation  and  willingness  of  the 
press  to  contribute  their  services  for  our 
welfare  I  acknowledge  with  deep  appre- 
ciation. Surrounded  by  all  this  —  the 
churches,  the  ministers,  the  charitable- 
minded  public  — •  all  contributing  in  some 
way  toward  the  relief  of  suffering  hu- 
manity through  our  hospital.  This  has 
made  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  solid  and 
permanent.  Men  will  come  and  men  will 
go  but  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  will 
live  on  in  perpetuity. 

Visualizes  the   Future 

"And  what  of  the  future?  I  like  to  try 
and  visualize  the  future.  With  our  Medi- 
cal Center  Park  completed  and  sur- 
rounded with  modern  apartment  build- 
ings; the  widening  of  Congress  street 
and  an  elevated  highway  to  accommo- 
date motorists  to  and  from  the  loop;  a 
subway  to  take  the  place  of  the  elevated 
and  street  car  system;  the  completion  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  probably  with 
a  new  maternity  building  and  other  new 
constructions;  the  completion  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  and  the  Cook  County 
Hospital  building  programs;  an  office 
building  for  professional  people;  a  stu- 
dent church  and  religious  center  and 
new  dormitories  for  students;  a  hospital 
for  chronic  and  incurables;  a  conva- 
lescent hospital;  the  advancement  of 
medical  science  and  research  all  com- 
bined in  making  this  the  greatest  medi- 
cal and  educational  center  in  this  coun- 
try, if  not  in  the  whole  world.

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"BACON  PLAN"  IDEAS  ONCE 

TERMED  REVOLUTIONARY 

NOW  WIDELY  USED 


Mr.  Perry  W.  Swern,  hospitaliza- 
tion engineer,  Chicago,  was  the 
architect  who  worked  out  the  details 
of  the  "Bacon  Plan"  of  hospital  con- 
struction as  first  advocated  by  Mr. 
Bacon  in  3  916.  In  a  birthday  letter, 
Mr.  Swern  recalls  that  when  Mr. 
Bacon  presented  his  ideas  before  the 
American  Hospital  Association  con- 
vention they  were  regarded  as  revo- 
lutionary. In  fact,  one  delegate  rose 
from  the  floor  and  suggested  that 
Mr.  Bacon  must  be  pretty  well  worn 
out  to  get  such  revolutionary  ideas 
and  proposed  that  a  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  board  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  recommending  an  extended 
rest.   Mr.  Swern 's  letter  continues  : 

"Little  did  we  all  realize  then  what  an 
eventful  night  that  was  going  to  be  for 
hospitals.  You  had  broken  the  ice  and 
things  began  to  happen  from  then  on  in 
hospital  planning.  You  remember  how 
excited  and  concerned  we  all  were  when 
the  first  central  food  service  was  put 
into  operation.  Your  ideas  and  efforts 
were  a  success  and  the  service  stepped 
off  without  a  hitch,  a  wonderful  tribute 
to  your  ability  .  .  .  now  there  is  hardly 
a  new  hospital  built  that  does  not  use 
central  food  service  in  some  form. 

"Most  of  the  other  ideas  that  you  ad- 
vanced on  that  eventful  night  have  also 
taken  hold  in  hospitals,  and  central  serv- 
ice for  supplies,  linens,  and  sterilization 
are  now  so  common  that  most  hospital 
people  take  them  for  granted.  Many 
never  have  known  where  the  ideas 
originate. 

"Little  does  the  general  public  that 
now  uses  our  hospitals  realize  how  effec- 
tive your  campaign  against  large  wards 
has  been,  and  the  benefits  to  them  be- 
cause you  preached  for  small  nursing 
units.  'Bacon  Plan'  rooms  are  legion  and 
can  be  found  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
States." 

Edward  F.  Stevens  of  Boston  was  an- 
other pioneer  architect  from  whom  Mr. 
Bacon  received  a  birthday  letter.  Mr. 
Stevens  recalled  how  Mr.  Bacon's  idea 
of  the  single  room  as  ideal  led  to  the 
development  of  plans  by  Mr.  Stevens  for 
a  special  type  of  cubicle  ward.  "Your 
ideals  in  hospital  details  have  been  an 
inspiration  to  all  of  us  hospital  archi- 
tects," wrote  Mr.   Stevens. 


Oldest  Hospital  in   U.S.A. 

The  letterhead  on  which  was  written 
the  greetings  and  tribute  of  John  N.  Hat- 
field, administrator  of  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital in  Philadelphia  carries  the  slogan 
"189  Years  of  Service  to  Humanity." 
This  hospital  was  the  first  institution  in- 
corporated as  such  in  the  Colonies  and 
one  of  its  principal  founders  was  Ben- 
jamin Franklin. 

Mr.  Hatfield  writes  that  one  of  the 
"first  hospital  personalities  to  loom  be- 
fore me  when  I  entered  the  hospital  field 
in  1922  was  Asa  Bacon  of  Chicago.  I 
consider  it  a  very  real  privilege  to  have 
had  you  as  a  friend  and  adviser  through 
more  recent  years." 


GOOD  JUDGMENT 


DR.   DANIEL   K.   PEARSONS 

Presbyterian  Hospital  is  indebted  to 
Dr.  Pearsons  for  having  induced  Asa  S. 
Bacon  to  accept  a  position  in  the  hospital 
in  June,  1900. 

Dr.  Pearsons  was  actively  identified 
with  the  management  of  the  hospital 
from  the  time  of  its  incorporation  in 
1883  until  1901.  He  was  president  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  in  1883,  1885-1889, 
and  1898-1900.  He  was  succeeded  in  De- 
cember, 1900  by  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Hamill. 
In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1901,  Mr.  Hamill  said  of  Dr. 
Pearsons,  "Our  esteemed  president,  Dr. 
Daniel  K.  Pearsons,  retired  Dec.  17,  1900, 
from  the  presidency  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  owing  to  the  many  demands 
made  upon  his  time  and  strength  by  his 
philanthropical  work.  One  of  the  hospi- 
tal's early  friends,  Dr.  Pearsons  gave 
generously  in  money  and  encouragement 
when  both  necessities  came  slowly,  and 
for  many  years  his  interest  in  the  hos- 
pital has  been  active  and  practical.  En- 
gaged now  in  administering  his  own 
estate,  he  is  placing  before  other  men 
who  have  accumulated  fortunes  the  hap- 
py example  of  disposing  of  his  wealth 
during  his  lifetime,  that  he  may  enjoy 
seeing  the  benefits  conferred." 

Mr.  Hamill  was  president  of  the  Board 
for  three  years  and  was  a  Board  member 
from  1890  to  1926.  Mr.  Edgar  A.  Hill 
succeeded  Mr.  Hamill  as  president  in 
1903,  serving  until  1906,  when  Mr.  Albert 
M.  Day  was  elected.  Mr.  Day  filled  the 
office  until  1923.  Presidents  since  1923 
have  been  as  follows:  Frank  S.  Shaw, 
1923-1927;  Robert  McDougal,  1928-1929; 
Alfred  T.  Carton,  1930-1936;  and  John 
McKinlay,  who  became  president  in  1937 
an^.  still  is  serving  in  this  capacity. 


Four  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
were  speakers  at  the  January  meeting  of 
the  Chicago  Laryngological  and  Oto- 
logical  Society.

Some  of  the  reasons  for  Dr.  Pearsons' 
selection  of  Mr.  Bacon  to  fill  a  responsi- 
ble post  in  Presbyterian  Hospital  are 
revealed  in  the  following  news  story 
which  appeared  in  the  Hinsdale  Doings, 
issue  of  June  2,  1900: 

In  the  removal  of  Asa  Bacon  to  the 
city,  where  he  takes  a  position  in  the 
office  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Hins- 
dale loses  one  of  its  most  active  ex- 
ponents in  its  fraternal,  religious,  and 
commercial  life.  Mr.  Bacon  entered  upon 
his  new  work  Thursday,  and  Dr.  Pear- 
sons, who  recognized  Mr.  Bacon's  talent 
and  secured  him  the  opening  unbeknown, 
is  well  pleased  with  the  beginning. 

Since  Mr.  Bacon  came  to  Hinsdale  in 
the  spring  of  1892  from  Midland,  Mich., 
his  life  has  been  a  busy  one.  Seven  years 
ago  he  organized  the  West  Hinsdale  Sun- 
day school,  and  in  1894  the  West  Hins- 
dale band,  both  of  which  he  has  been  in 
charge  of  since  and  with  enviable  results. 
For  two  terms  he  was  Chancellor  of  the 
local  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  at  their 
last  meeting  his  fellow  knights  presented 
him  with  a  handsome  past  chancellor's 
jewel.  Mr.  Bacon  also  has  held  the  high- 
est offices  in  the  Maccabee  and  the  Royal 
Circle  Lodges. 

For  fifteen  years  Mr.  Bacon  has  been 
behind  the  counter,  and  in  that  time  has 
always  proven  trustworthy  and  compe- 
tent. His  connection  with  Ditzler  & 
Linsley  has  only  served  to  widen  his 
circle  of  friends,  and  they  with  hundreds 
of  others  deeply  regret  Mr.  Bacon's  de- 
parture, for  he  has  not  only  proven  a 
valuable  friend  to  all,  but  his  public- 
spirited  efforts  have  accomnlished  much 
for  the  town  in  general  and  West  Hins- 
dale in  particular. 


83  THEN— 4,000  NOW 

According  to  Dr.  Eugene  B.  Elder's 
letter  to  Mr.  Bacon,  the  1906  convention, 
at  which  the  latter  was  first  elected 
treasurer  of  the  American  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation, was  attended  by  83  delegates  — 
a  striking  comparison  to  the  4,000  in ; 
attendance  at  the  1940  convention. 

Three  Chicago  hospitals  were  repre- 
sented —  St.  Luke's  by  Louis  R.  Curtis; 
Wesley  Memorial  by  E.  S.  Gilmore,  and  I 
Presbyterian  by  Mr.  Bacon.  Mr.  Gilmore 
was  still  superintendent  of  Wesley  at  the  | 
time  of  his  death  in  1931.  Mr.  Curtis  re- 
tired a  few  years  ago  after  serving  as 
superintendent  of  St.  Luke's  for  38  years. 
He  died  in  January  of  this  year  at  his 
home  in  Chicago. 

Dr.  Elder,  mentioned  above,  is  now 
superintendent  of  The  Baroness  Erlanger 
Hospital,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  Other  1906 
convention  delegates  from  whom  appre-  j 
ciation  letters  were  received  by  Mr. 
Bacon  were:  Dr.  Winford  Smith,  director 
of  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Baltimore; 
Dr.  S.  S.  Goldwater,  formerly  Commis- 
sioner of  Hospitals  of  New  York  City, 
now  director  of  Associated  Hospitals 
Service  of  New  York  City;  Dr.  Joseph  B. 
Howland,  administrator,  Collis  B.  Hunt- 
ington Memorial  Hospital,  Harvard  Med- 
ical School,  Boston;  Dr.  Frederic  A. 
Washburn,  former  administrator  and : 
now  consultant,  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  Boston;  Miss  Charlotte  A. 
Aikens,  Detroit;  Dr.  Reuben  O'Brien, 
Branegat,  N.  J.  The  last  three  are  re- 
tired.  Dr.  O'Brien  was  treasurer  of  the 
A.H.A.  in  1905-06.  Another  early-day 
worker,  who  sent  greetings  was  Dr.  John 
V.  E.  Brown  of  Toronto,  former  A.H.A. 
secretary.

At  its  January  dinner  meeting,  the 
Medical  Staff  unanimously  elected 
Mr.  Bacon  an  honorary  member  for 
life.  Mr.  Bacon,  Mr.  Lutes,  new 
superintendent,  and  Mr.  McKinlay, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
were  special  guests  at  the  gathering 
which  was  held  in  the  University 
Club.  Dr.  Wilber  E.  Post,  president 
of  the  staff,  presided. 

The  resolution  making  Mr.  Bacon 
an  honorary  staff  member  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Vernon  C.  David  at 
the  conclusion  of  a  short  talk  in 
which  he  expressed  the  high  regard 
of  the  entire  staff  for  the  retiring 
superintendent.  He  said  that  the 
greatest  gift  anyone  can  receive  is 
the  approval  of  one's  deeds  by  his 
friends.  "Mr.  Bacon,"  said  Dr. 
David,  "has  a  place  in  the  hearts  of 
the  staff  as  our  friend  and  comrade. 
Most  important  is  his  character, 
which  is  even  greater  than  his  deeds 
and  performance.  Nothing  sweeter 
can  be  said  to  anyone  than  we  say  to 
you,  Mr.  Bacon,  as  man  to  man  — 
well  done,  old  boy. ' ' 

Mr.  Bacon  Talks  of  Future 

In  his  response,  Mr.  Bacon  said  he 
would  treasure  the  appointment  be- 
cause it  was  an  expression  of  the 
affection  of  the  staff.  Commenting 
on  his  retirement  and  the  future  of 
the  hospital,  Mr.  Bacon  said  in  part :

Jour  dreams  and  plans  must  pass  on  to 
others  to  realize  fulfillment.  There  are 
I  improvements  to  be  made  and  problems 
|to  be  solved  in  the  further  development 
of  our  hospital  in  order  to  meet  the  de- 
Smands  of  this  generation.  This  needs  the 
I  enthusiasm,  the  untiring  energy  and 
.clear  thinking  of  our  younger  men, 
assisted  by  the  older  men's  counsel.  Thus 
| will  our  hospital  maintain  its  record  of 
'service  to  humanity  and  retain  its  place 
with  the  great  institutions  of  the  coun- 
try, not  only  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  but 
in  education  and  research. 

"It  is  difficult  to  satisfactorily  admin- 
ister a  hospital  as  an  efficient  business 
and  at  the  same  time  have  it  measure  up 
to  its  responsibility  to  the  community  as 
its  agent  in  providing  a  large  measure 
of  free  service. 

"It  has  taken  much  courage  from  all 
of  us  to  meet  and  overcome  the  condi- 
tions for  which  the  depression  is  respon-

sible  but  it  brought  us  back  to  earth  and 
conditioned  us  for  the  next  wave  of 
prosperity,  which  I  believe  is  near  at 
hand.  With  Mr.  Lutes,  a  young,  vigorous 
man,  well  trained  in  hospital  administra- 
tion, with  Mr.  Hensel  at  his  side,  just  as 
faithful  and  loyal  to  him  as  he  has  been 
to  me  all  these  years,  and  with  your  full 
cooperation,  I  have  no  fear  for  the 
future  of  our  beloved  institution." 

Other  Guests  Speak 

Mr.  McKinlay,  president  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  expressed  regret  that  Mr. 
Bacon  had  decided  to  retire  and  stated 
that  Mr.  Lutes  had  been  nominated  as 
his  successor  by  Mr.  Bacon.  "The  Board 
of  Managers  shopped  around  and  con- 
sulted with  the  Staff  and  no  objections 
were  found  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.

Mr.  Lutes  was  then  introduced.  He 
said  that  the  problems  discussed  in  the 
staff  business  meeting  were  not  new  to 
him  and.  the  discussions  made  him  feel  at 
home.  "I  know  your  reputations,  and  I 
hope  you  will  help  me  to  do  the  job  I 
have  undertaken,"  said  Mr.  Lutes.  "Mr.

Mr.  Bacon  also  was  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  Illinois  Hospital  Association 
and  one  of  its  early  presidents.  When 
this  association  was  reorganized  in  1930 
as  the  Hospital  Association  of  Illinois, 
Mr.  Bacon  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  In  1940  the  association  re- 
instated the  incorporation  papers  taken 
out  by  the  original  organization  and  is 
now  the  Illinois  Hospital  Association 

In  1930  the  Chicago-Cook  County  Hos- 
pital Association  was  reorganized  as  the 
Chicago  Hospital  Association  and  three 
years  ago  the  association  became  the 
Administrative  Section  of  the  Chicago 
Hospital  Council. 

Mr.  Bacon  actively  supported  the  for- 
mation of  the  Hospital  Service  Corpora- 
tion (Plan  for  Hospital  Care)  and  is  a 
member  of  its  Board  of  Directors.  He 
has  been  actively  identified  with  the  Tri- 
State  Hospital  Assembly. 

Other  organization  activities  of  Mr. 
Bacon  have  included  his  work  as  chair- 
man of  the  membership  and  other  com- 
mittees of  the  American  Hospital  Asso- 
ciation. He  also  has  headed  various  com- 
mittees of  the  American  Protestant  Asso- 
ciation and  state  and  local  hospital 
groups.  He  has  served  on  the  boards  and 
committees  of  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
West  Side  Professional  Schools  Y.M.C.A., 
Council  of  Social  Agencies  of  Chicago, 
and  many  other  community  welfare 
organizations.

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CONTRIBUTION  TO  HOSPITAL 

SHOWS  APPRECIATION  OF 

LAUNDRY  WORKERS 


In  April,  1937  the  workers  em- 
ployed in  the  laundry  at  Presby- 
terian Hospital  joined  the  Laundry 
Workers  International  Union,  Local 
No.  46,  American  Federation  of 
Labor.  At  that  time,  Mr.  Bacon 
made  it  clear  to  the  union  leaders 
that  the  hospital  was  a  charitable 
institution,  operating  not  for  profit, 
and  said  that  his  only  stipulation 
was  "if  you  give  us  a  square  deal, 
we  will  give  you  a  square  deal." 
Both  the  hospital  and  the  union  have 
lived  up  to  this  ideal. 

An  indication  of  the  friendly  relations 
that  have  prevailed  was  the  presentation 
a  year  ago  to  Mr.  Bacon  of  a  handsome 
wrist  watch  as  a  Christmas  gift  from  the 
union,  and  a  subscription  a  few  months 
ago  of  $1,000  by  the  union  toward  the 
charity  work  of  the  hospital. 

Following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter 
sent  to  Mr.  Bacon  recently  from  the 
union  and  signed  by  William  J.  Donovan, 
secretary-treasurer : 

"May  we  at  this  time  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  you  for  the  splendid  co- 
operation we  received  for  our  unfortu- 
nate members  who  were  taken  ill  and 
through  your  kind  efforts  were  given 
medical  service. 

"It  was  because  of  the  great  interest 
and  humanitarian  service  which  you  ren- 
dered not  only  to  the  members  of  Local 
46,  but  to  the  community  as  a  whole, 
I  that  this  union  was  prompted  to  donate 
;  $1,000  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in 
August,  1940. 

"Our  dealings  with  you  with  reference 
to  negotiating  and  carrying  out  the 
agreement  between  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  the  Laundry  Workers'  In- 
ternational Union,  Local  46,  have  been 
I  most  pleasant  and  harmonious." 

The    Laundry    Workers'    International 
Union,  Local  46,  has  done  much  to  im- 
;  prove  working  conditions  and  otherwise' 
j  advance  the  welfare  of  its  12,000  mem- 
bers  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  its  offi- 
cers have  recognized  that  the  humanita- 
I  rian  work  of  the  hospital  coincides  with 
their  own  ideals  of  service.

Through  all  the  years  during 
which  Mr.  Bacon  has  made  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  an  institution  in 
which  the  welfare  and  happiness  of 
the  individual  patient  came  first, 
thousands  of  patients  have  written 
to  him  letters  expressing  their  heart- 
felt appreciation. 

Names  well  known  in  the  commercial, 
industrial,  professional,  and  social  life  of 
Chicago  and  the  country  at  large  are 
signed  to  many  of  these  letters.  And  all 
down  the  social  and  economic  scale  to 
the  neediest  beneficiary  of  free  care,  pa- 
tients have  through  the  years  taken  pen 
in  hand  to  express  appreciation  for  the 
type  of  care  received  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital.  The  press  announcements  about 
Mr.  Bacon's  retirement  brought  a  new 
flood  of  such  letters. 

Three  Generations  in  Hospital 

One  letter  came  from  a  woman  who  told 
how  three  generations  of  her  family  had 
been  patients  in  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, and  related  the  following  incident: 

"Two  years  ago  our  younger  boy  was 
seriously  ill  and  we  decided  to  take  him 
down  to  Presbyterian  Hospital.  I  knew 
we  were  taking  a  chance,  but  I  felt  it 
was  less  of  a  chance  than  keeping  him 
up  here.  He  didn't  want  to  go.  He  was 
tired  and  spent,  and  the  trip  loomed  up 
as  a  tremendous  undertaking.  He  pro- 
tested vigorously,  but  we  took  him,  any- 
how. The  following  morning  I  went  into 
his  room.  The  nurse  had  just  finished 
bathing  him  and  making  up  his  bed.  He 
looked  rested  and  comfortable,  and  bet- 
ter already.  He  sighed  and  exclaimed, 
'Oh,  gosh,  Mom!  Isn't  this  the  most  won- 
derful place!  Why  didn't  you  bring  me 
down  here  a  week  ago,  instead  of  wait- 
ing all  this  time!'  My  only  objection  to 
the  Pres.  nurses  is  that  they  have  spoiled 
my  boys  so  that  I  have  to  give  them 
Presbyterian  care  when  they  are  sick  at 
home." 

"No   Dramatic   Material" 

The  letter  continues  with  the  follow- 
ing interesting  comment: 

"It  would  take  too  long,  and  sound  too 
sentimental,  to  enumerate  all  of  the 
virtues  of  Presbyterian.  I  believe  its 
number  one  virtue  is  its  safety.  No 
novelist  could  ever  find  dramatic  ma- 
terial, in  my  operations,  because  (1)  my 
surgeons  don't  let  their  knives  slip; 
(2)  my  nurses  never  gave  me  poison  by 
mistake  (they  couldn't  have,  even  if  they 
hadn't  been  watchful,  because  the  poison 
is  too  well  safeguarded);  and  (3)  no 
germs  from  other  patients  ever  caught 
up  with  me,  because  of  the  scrupulous 
cleanliness  of  the  hospital." 


Memorial  for  Dr.  Billings 

Milwaukee  Sanitarium  at  Wauwatosa, 
Wis.,  recently  named  its  twentieth  build- 
ing the  Billings  House  in  honor  of  the 
late  Dr.  Frank  Billings,  noted  physician 
and  former  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  Medical  Staff.  Dr.  Billings  was 
appointed  to  the  staff  in  1900,  the  year 
that  Mr.  Bacon  came. 


Regards  Belief  in  God   as 
Necessary   Qualification 
of  Hospital  Administrator 

In  her  letter  to  Mr.  Bacon,  Sister  M. 
Patricia,  O.S.B.,  administrator  of  St. 
Mary's  Hospital,  Duluth,  Minn.,  com- 
ments on  her  work  with  him  on  the  first 
study  committee  of  the  American  College 
of  Hospital  Administrators,  and  con- 
tinues, "the  ideals  you  put  forth  regard- 
ing qualifications  of  the  administrator 
always  stand  out  in  my  mind.

Dean   Loller   Rider,   M.D. 
1 898  -  1 940 

Dean  Loller  Rider  was  born  in  Ohio 
June  17,  1898,  the  fourth  generation  of 
doctors  in  his  family.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1920.  He  served 
as  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  U.  S.  Army 
in  1918.  In  June,  1923,  he  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Rush 
Medical  College  and  served  as  intern  in 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chicago,  dur- 
ing the  calendar  years  1922  and  1923. 

From  1923  to  and  including  1940  he 
served  in  the  Surgical  Department  of 
Rush  Medical  College  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  passing  through  various  ap- 
pointments to  that  of  clinical  instructor 
in  surgery.  Between  the  years  of  1927 
and  1936  he  served  as  works  surgeon  of 
the  Western  Electric  Company,  Chicago, 
and  from  1930  to  1934  he  was  surgical 
supervisor  of  Provident  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago, acting  on  behalf  of  and  represent- 
ing the  Surgical  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  He  was  appointed 
associate  in  surgery  at  Cook  County 
Hospital,  Chicago,  in  1937,  and  it  was  in 
this  institution  that  he  performed  his 
last  day's  work  and  passed  away. 

His  affiliations  and  memberships  were 
with  the  American  Medical  Association, 
of  which  he  was  a  Fellow;  the  Chicago 
Surgical  Society,  the  Regional  Fracture 
Committee  of  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons,  and  the  Central  Surgical  Asso- 
ciation. He  was  a  member  of  the  sur- 
gical staff  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago. 

His  social  affiliations  were  with  the 
American  Legion,  the  Masonic  order,  the 
Boy  Scouts,  and  the  Riverside  (Illinois) 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  had  published 
at  least  five  surgical  articles,  one  or  two 
of  which  were  in  collaboration,  all  of 
which  were  worthwhile  and  often-quoted 
pieces  of  work. 

It  seems  to  me,  as  well  as  to  many  of 
us  who  knew  him  well  that  his  principal 
characteristic  was  his  unadulterated 
friendship.  He  was  always  affable  and 
smiling  and  willing  to  help  the  other 
fellow.  He  possessed,  also,  an  excellent 
mechanical  turn  of  mind,  which  stood 
him  in  good  stead  in  the  type  of  work  he 
preferred.  He  was  a  very  willing  worker, 
and  of  all  the  men  of  his  age  I  believe 
he  showed  the  greatest  kindness  to  pa- 
tients, in  handling  them  and  in  discussing 
their  troubles. 

It  is  my  feeling  that  for  a  man  of  his 
years  he  fulfilled  practically  all  of  his 
ambitions  and  had  reached  an  extraordi- 
nary stage  of  advancement  in  his  pro- 
fessional work.

of  affording  surgical  and  medical  aid,  and 
nursing,  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every 
creed,  nationality,  and  color.  Its  medical  staff 
is  appointed  from  the  faculty  of  Rush  Medical; 
College  of  the  University  of  Chicago.

Hundreds  Receive  Free  Care 


Admissions  to  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital in  1940  averaged  1,048  per 
month.  The  total  for  the  year  was 
12,576.  Of  this  number  2,125  were 
cared  for  entirely  free,  while  6,892 
were  unable  to  pay  in  full  for  the 
cost  of  the  care  given  to  them.  The 
total  cost  of  this  free  work  was 
$168,253.25  an  increase  of  $5,716.18 
over  the  expenditure  for  free  care  in 
1939.  This  total  of  $168,253.25  does 
not  include  the  free  services  given 
generously  by  members  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff  to  those  who  were  unable  to 
pay.  Nor  does  it  include  the  cost  of 
supporting  the  Social  Service  De- 
partment, maintained  by  the  Wo- 
man's Board,  and  whose  work  is  so 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  many  of 
our  free  and  part-free  patients. 

Contributions   Are    Needed 

In  order  to  keep  the  hospital  on  a 
sound  financial  basis,  its  charity  work 
must  be  restricted  by  the  amount  of  in- 
come from  contributions  and  from  en- 
dowments established  for  this  purpose. 
In  its  service  to  the  needy  sick  the  hos- 
pital makes  no  distinction  as  to  creed  or 
nationality  and  its  supporters  include 
persons  of  all  religious  faiths.  However, 
from  the  time  of  its  founding  in  1883, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  has  looked  to  the 
churches  of  the  great  denomination 
whose  name  it  bears  to  give  generously 
toward  the  hospital's  charity  work.  As 
the  hospital  does  not  share  in  the  general 
benevolence  budget  of  the  churches  it 
must,  therefore,  rely  upon  special  offer- 
ings. Many  of  the  churches  take  such 
offerings  at  the  Easter  Sunday  services, 
following  a  custom  inaugurated  many 
years  ago.  Sunday  Schools  are  asked  by 
the  Woman's  Board  to  contribute  to  the 
Cheer  Up  Bed  Endowment  Fund,  which 
provides  free  care  for  needy  sick  chil- 
dren. The  offerings  taken  at  church 
services  are  used  to  help  support  the 
charity  service  given  to  adult  patients. 

Righteous   Not   Forsaken 

Among  those  receiving  free  care  are 
many  patients  referred  by  churches  and 
the  amount  of  such  free  work  far  ex- 
ceeds the  current  contributions  received 
from  the  churches.  It  is  also  worthy  of 
note  that  during  1940,  29  patients  re- 
ceived care  in  the  Ministers  and  Mis- 
sionaries Endowed  room,  at  a  cost  of 
$3,071.36.  It  can  be  readily  seen  that  this 
amount  exceeded  many  times  the  cur- 
rent income  from  the  $10,000  endowment 
set  aside  for  this  purpose.  But  surely, 
the  righteous  must  not  be  forsaken  in 
their  time  of  need. 

The  hospital  not  only  represents  the 
churches  as  a  Good  Samaritan  that 
ministers  to  the  needy  of  every  creed  and 
nationality,  but  it  also  exemplifies  the 
Christian  ideals  of  the  church  in  its  serv- 
ice to  all  patients.  These  same  ideals 
motivate  the  teaching  program  of  the

training  program  for  interns  and  resident 
doctors. 

May  we  once  more  remind  our  friends 
in  the  churches  of  the  story  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  as  told  in  the  Gospel  accord- 
ing to  Saint  Luke,  Chapter  10,  which 
concludes  as  follows:

And  it  is  only  through  the 
generosity  of  those  who  believe  in  and 
enjoy  giving  to  help  the  less  fortunate, 
that  it  is  possible  for  the  hospital  to 
apply  this  golden  rule. 


Endowed   Nurses  Care  for  866 

Four  nurses  supported  by  endowments 
established  for  that  purpose  gave  1,030 
days  and  nights  of  special  nursing  care 
to  866  seriously  ill  ward  patients  in  1940 
as  follows:  Helen  North  Nurse,  232  days' 
care  to  206  patients;  Ernest  A.  Hamill 
Nurse,  237  days'  care  to  195  patients; 
Luella  Pearson  Malloy  Nurse,  287  days' 
care  to  248  patients;  Gladys  Foster 
Nurse,  274  days'  care  to  217  patients. 

These  nurses  care  for  patients  during 
critical  periods  following  an  operation  or 
during  other  critical  times  when  spe- 
cial nursing  is  needed  for  which  the  pa- 
tients lack  means  to  pay.  More  funds 
for  this  purpose  are  urgently  needed. 


Thousands  Receive  Medical  Care 


Hecause  of  its  affiliation  with  Cen- 
tral Free  Dispensary,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  does  not  maintain  a  regu- 
larly organized  department  for 
needy  out-patients.  However,  per- 
sons who  come  to  the  hospital  seek-  ! 
ing  medical  attention  are  referred  to 
the  hospital  examining  rooms,  where 
they  are  seen  by  a  resident  doctor 
who  gives  such  attention  as  is  deemed 
immediately  necessary.  Visits  of  such 
patients  totaled  1,965  in  1940.  Of 
these  patients,  383  were  admitted  for 
hospitalization.  Others  were  referred 
to  members  of  the  Attending  Medi- 
cal Staff  or  to  the  dispensary  for 
further  care. 

Referred   by   Dispensary 

The  hospital  cooperates  with  the  dis- 
pensary by  providing  hospitalization  for 
dispensary-referred  patients  to  the  ex- 
tent that  funds  and  facilities  permit.  In 
1940  a  total  of  1,865  dispensary-referred  | 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital. 
Most  of  these  were  cared  for  entirely  free 
and  the  rest  were  admitted  on  a  part-pay 
basis,  the  hospital  in  most  cases  being 
paid  only  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  care 
provided. 

In  1940,  the  dispensary  gave  out- 
patient medical  care  to  26,193  individuals, 
who  made  a  total  of  178,801  visits  to  its 
various  clinics.  Members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  Medical  Staff  and  the 
Rush  Medical  College  Faculty  give  their 
services  to  dispensary  patients  without 
compensation.  Dr.  George  W.  Duvall  is 
superintendent  of  the  dispensary,  which 
has  a  well-organized  Social  Service  De- 
partment to  conduct  investigations  and 
assist  patients  in  working  out  their  prob- 
lems so  that  the  medical  care  provided 
results  in  the  greatest  possible  benefit. 

For   Mothers  and   Babies 

The    hospital,    college,    and    dispensary  j 
cooperate  in  maintaining  an  Out-Patient 
Obstetrical  Service,   which  provides  pre- 
natal   and    postnatal    care    at    the    dis-  J 
pensary  and  medical  care  in  the  home  at 
the  time  of  delivery.    Last  year  this  de- 
partment   registered    530    patients,    who  j 
made    2,176    visits    to    the    prenatal    and 
postnatal  clinics.    Medical  care  was  pro- 
vided  at   358   births   in   homes.    Doctors  | 
and  nurses  made  2,193  visits  in  homes. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

The  Woman's  Board  of  the  hospital 
provides  the  volunteer  helpers  for  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  maintained  at  the 
dispensary.  The  health  of  838  babies  was 
guarded  by  the  clinic  in  1940  through  a 
total  of  3,074  visits.  The  Woman's  Board 
also  provided  818  garments  for  distribu- 
tion to  needy  babies  who  were  brought 
to  the  clinic.

Help  Sick  Children 


Did  you  know  that  Kate  Douglas 
Wiggin,  author  of  "The  Birds' 
Christmas  Carol"  and  other  well- 
loved  favorites,  had  a  part  in  obtain- 
ing the  funds  for  the  first  bed  en- 
dowed in  Presbyterian  Hospital  to 
provide  free  care  for  children? 
Henna  Clark's  column  "When  Chi- 
cago Was  Young"  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  Sunday  Tribune  reveals  this 
interesting  bit  of  hospital  history. 
We  quote  from  Martha  Freeman 
Esmond's  letter  to  her  friend  Julia 
Boyd,  under  date  of  Feb.  19,  1893, 
as  published  in  the  Tribune  : 

"I  attended  at  Central  Music  hall  this 
week  a  beautiful  literary  and  musical 
entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  what  is 
known  as  the  'Sunshine  Bed,'  a  free  bed 
for  children  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
The  drawing  card  was  Kate  Douglas 
Wiggin,  whose  'Birds  Christmas  Carol' 
you  have  doubtless  read.  I  met  her  per- 
sonally at  the  home  of  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Blatchford,  375  LaSalle  Ave.,  whose 
guest  she  is." 

Sunday  Schools  Contribute 

Hospital   reports   reveal   that   the    en- 
dowment   for   the    "Sunshine    Bed"    was 
completed  in  1894  and  that  it  was  largely 
through   the   efforts   of  Miss   Frances   D. 
|  Gould   that    the    necessary   amount    was 
raised.    Although  this  was  the  first  bed 
!  endowed  permanently  for  the  free  care 
of  children   in  the  hospital,   the  Sunday 
Schools  and  various  individuals  had  from 
the  opening  of  the  hospital  in  1884  con- 
j  tributed  funds  which  were  expended  each 
I  year  to  provide  hospital  care  for  needy 
,  children.    The  Sunday  Schools  have  con- 
i  tinued    throughout    the    years    to    send 
» offerings  to  the  hospital  and  since  1909 
t  these  offerings  have  been  applied  toward 
■  a  permanent  fund  to  support  free  beds 
,for  children. 

In  1912  the  Sunday  Schools  were  in- 
I  vited  to  choose  a  name  for  the  beds  to  be 
endowed  by  their  offerings.  They  voted 
for  the  title  "Cheer  Up  Bed."  There  are 
jnow  nine  of  these  "Cheer  Up  Beds"  in 
jthe  children's  and  infants'  wards  of  the 
.hospital,  and  a  substantial  sum  has  been 
<  accumulated  toward  the  endowment  of 
1  "Cheer  Up  Bed  No.  10."

Find   Hospital  a   Pleasant  Place

he  was  well  enough  to  go  home.  "It's  so  nice  and  warm  here,  and  we  have  such  good 
things  to  eat,"  said  this  lad  from  a  family  that  was  on  relief.  His  request  was  granted 
by  the  hospital.  This  picture  was  taken  during  the  recreational  hour  conducted  each 
afternoon  by  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department.  Miss  Ruth  Krumm  is  shown 
helping  the  young  patients  with  some  fascinating  art  projects. 

Who   Receives  Free  Care  in  Cheer  Up  Beds? 

Many  thousands  of  sick  children  have  received  free  care  in  past  years  in 
our  Cheer  Up  Beds  and  other  endowed  beds  on  the  children's  floor.  Last 
year  alone,  nearly  1,600  children  were  benefited  by  these  endowments.  Of 
this  number,  663  were  cared  for  entirely  free  and  918  received  care  for 
which  their  parents  were  able  to  pay  only  a  fraction  of  the  cost. 

Who  are  these  children?  What  kind  of  homes  do  they  come  from  and 
why  do  they  need  free  hospitalization?  On  whose  recommendation  are  they 
admitted  to  the  hospital? 

The  beautiful  little  girl  whose  picture 
adorns  the  first  page  of  our  Bulletin 
came  from  a  home  in  which  there  are  six 
children  and  a  father  whose  income  must 
be  handled  thriftily  to  make  ends  meet 
when  everything  goes  well.  But  when 
rheumatic  fever  left  the  little  girl  with 
a  heart  condition  requiring  many  weeks 
of  hospital  care  there  was  no  money  to 
meet  the  expense.  And  because  you,  and 
you,  and  you  and  uncounted  other  kind- 
hearted  folk  have  contributed  to  the 
Cheer  Up  Bed  Fund  in  past  years,  a  bed 
was  available  to  give  this  child  her 
chance  at  life  and  health. 


Then  there  was  the  little  boy  on  a 
downstate  farm,  who  was  injured  in  a 
tractor  accident.  There  were  no  plastic 
surgeons  in  his  community  to  remake 
the  badly  disfigured  face  or  repair  the 
badly  injured  jawbone.  Nor  did  the 
parents  of  this  four-year-old  child  have 
funds  to  pay  for  long  hospitalization  and 
the  services  of  a  skilled  surgeon  in  the 
big  city.  A  Cheer  Up  Bed  provided  the 
hospitalization  and  Presbyterian  Hospital 
surgeons  gave  their  services.  After  five 
periods  of  hospitalization  during  the  last 


two  years,  much  of  the  disfigurement  has 
been  corrected,  the  littie  boy  is  attending 
school  in  his  home  district,  and  while  he 
must  still  come  back  periodically  for 
treatment,  he  now  has  a  chance  to  live 
a  happy,  normal  life  like  any  other  little 
boy.

After  waiting  and  longing  for  a  baby, 
a  certain  young  couple  finally  became 
parents  of  a  little  girl.  But  imagine 
their  despair  when  it  seemed  impossible 
to  And  any  kind  of  food  that  she  could 
thrive  upon.  At  the  age  of  three  weeks 
the  baby  was  brought  to  the  hospital  in 
an  emaciated  condition.  She  was  kept 
here  for  many  weeks  and  finally  dis- 
charged in  good  health.  Although  the 
father  earns  very  small  wages  as  a  de- 
liveryman,  they  gladly  paid  50  cents  a 
day  toward  the  hospital  bill,  which  was 
all  that  they  could  possibly  spare.

Another  baby  who  required  long  hos- 
pitalization  was   born   prematurely   in   a 
home  which  was  shared  by  11  other  per- 
sons.   Her  weight  was  only  two  pounds.

Our  Missionary  Nurses 

According  to  records  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  at  least  20  graduates  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  are  now  engaged  in 
work  in  foreign  mission  fields.  Several 
are  in  this  country  on  furloughs  because 
of  the  war  and  none  went  to  the  foreign 
field  in  1940  for  the  same  reason.  One 
recent  graduate,  who  was  assisted  by  a 
scholarship  provided  by  the  Woman's 
Board,  is  taking  additional  work  in 
religious  education  preparatory  for 
larger  service  when  the  war  is  over. 

Miss  Evelyn  McKelvey  (1931)  who  is 
home  on  furlough  from  Landaur,  United 
Provinces,  India,  was  here  recently  to 
visit  her  sister  Miss  Alice  McKelvey,  now 
a  student  in  the  school.  While  here,  Miss 
Evelyn  gave  a  talk  to  the  student  body 
about  the  work  she  has  been  doing  in 
Landaur  Community  Hospital. 

Miss  Marabelle  Taylor  (1936)  has  an 
article  in  the  January  issue  of  The  Drum 
Call,  official  quarterly  of  the  West  Africa 
Mission  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
located  at  Cameroun.  The  article  states 
that  50  percent  of  all  the  babies  born  to 
women  who  had  come  to  that  hospital 
died  in  childhood  because  of  ignorance 
and  the  unhealthful  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  homes  and  in  the  community.  Mrs. 
George  W.  Thorne  (Winona  Hayenga, 
1928)  is  stationed  at  the  same  mission. 

Miss  Florence  Amy  Ingram  (1938) 
wrote  recently  of  her  work  at  the  Hos- 
pital Lantino-Americana  in  Puebla,  Pue, 
Mexico.  She  has  charge  of  the  operating 
room  in  this  50-bed  hospital,  which  has 
one  other  American  nurse  and  two 
American  doctors  on  its  staff. 

Among  the  alumnae  who  are  working 
in  home  mission  fields  is  Miss  Winifred 
R.  Hoekstra  (1938)  who  is  on  the  staff 
of  a  mission  hospital  maintained  by  the 
Christian  Reformed  Church  in  Rehoboth, 
New  Mex.  Miss  Hoekstra  has  an  article 
on  "An  Indian  Harvest  Festival"  in  a 
recent  issue  of  a  denominational  publica- 
tion. 


Nursery   News   of   Interest 

The  first  triplets  in  nearly  20,000  births 
in  Presbyterian  Hospital,  were  born  here 
on  Feb.  19  to  Mrs.  Joseph  Bleers,  Jr.

CARED  FOR  IN  CHEER  UP  BEDS

14  %  ounces,  when  brought  to  the  hos- 
pital by  a  Board  of  Health  nurse.  The 
young  parents  not  only  managed  to  pay 
50  cents  a  day  toward  the  hospital  ex- 
pense for  a  period  of  three  months  but 
established  a  separate  home  into  which 
to  receive  their  baby  when  she  was  dis- 
charged, weighing  six  pounds  and  in  ex- 
cellent health.  Now  at  11  months,  she 
weighs  16  pounds  and  her  happy  parents 
are  proving  worthy  of  all  that  was  done 
to  save  the  life  of  their  baby. 


Space  does  not  permit  us  to  tell  of  the 
many  emergency  patients  admitted  to 
Cheer  Up  Beds — pneumonia  and  acute 
bronchitis  cases,  emergency  hernias  and 
appendectomies,  fractures  and  other  seri- 
ous accident  injuries.  Nor  can  we  de- 
scribe in  detail  the  gratitude  shown  by 
the  parents  of  these  small  patients.  In 
many  instances,  the  parents  were  persons 
of  character  and  industry  who,  because 
oil  circumstances  beyond  their  control, 
were  unable  to  meet  the  cost  of  hospi- 
talization. In  other  cases  the  contact 
with  the  hospital — the  doctors,  nurses, 
medical  social  workers — has  resulted  in 
the  social  rehabilitation  of  the  family  so 
that  the  child  restored  to  health  has 
gone  back  to  a  home  that  was  vastly 
better  than  when  he  left  it  to  enter  the 
hospital. 

Answering  the  other  question  asked  at 
the  beginning  of  this  article,  our  free 
and  part-free  child  patients  come  to  us 
through  referral  by  various  agencies — 
Central  Free  Dispensary,  Board  of 
Health,  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  In- 
fant Welfare  Society,  Neighborhood 
Houses,  churches,  etc.  Some  are  children 
who  were  born  in  the  hospital  or  with 
which  the  parents  have  had  some  other 
contact  previously.  Some  are  private  pa- 
tients of  members  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
who  recommend  them  as  in  need  of  care 
for  which  parents  are  unable  to  pay. 
But  regardless  of  who  they  are  or  why 
they  come,  all  of  them  are  siok  or  in- 
jured children  who  need  hospital  care 
that  could  not  otherwise  be  obtained. 
And  everyone  who  contributes  to  the 
Cheer  Up  Bed  Fund  has  a  part  in  meet- 
ing this  need. 

Banks  Are   Popular 

In  many  of  the  Sunday  Schools  attrac- 
tive banks  provided  by  the  Woman's 
Board  are  given  out  several  weeks  be- 
fore Easter.  Children  put  into  the  banks 
pennies,  nickels,  and  dimes  which  would 
otherwise  be  spent  for  their  own  pleasure 
and  bring  the  banks  and  contents  to 
Sunday  School  on  Easter  Day.  In  some 
churches  the  banks  are  returned  at  a 
later  date.

EXTENSIVE    IMPROVEMENTS    COMPLETED    AT    SPRAGUE    HOME 


Atlractiveness    and    Usefulness 

of  School  Quarters  Are 

Greatly   Increased 


Remodeling,  refurnishing,  and 
other  improvements  recently  com- 
pleted at  Sprague  Home  add  greatly 
to  the  attractiveness  and  usefulness 
of  this  building,  which  houses  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  serves  as  a 
nurses '  residence. 

Improvements  on  the  first  floor 
included  redecorating  and  installa- 
tion of  new  indirect  lighting  fixtures 
throughout,  refurnishing  of  the  din- 
ing room,  and  reconstruction  of  the 
lobby  and  lounge.  The  room  former- 
ly used  as  a  library  was  combined 
with  the  room  formerly  used  as  a 
lounge,  thereby  making  it  possible  to 
enlarge  the  lounge  and  construct  a 
serving  kitchen  adjacent  to  it.  New- 
rugs,  window  draperies,  Venetian 
blinds,  and  some  new  furniture  have 
been  provided.  All  of  the  old  furni- 
ture retained  has  been  rehnished. 

An  interesting  feature,  which  increases 
facilities  for  special  events,  is  the  new 
type  of  folding  leather  curtains  installed 
between  the  lounge  and  the  first  floor 
classroom,  which  often  serves  as  an 
auditorium.  The  classroom  itself  was  re- 
decorated and  refurnished.  Students  and 
faculty  appreciate  the  lovely  Steinway 
grand  piano  recently  donated  by  Mrs. 
Walter  A.  Graff,  who  thoughtfully  made 
all  arrangements  for  its  delivery  from 
her  residence  to  Sprague  Home. 

The  portrait  of  Miss  M.  Helena  Mc- 
Millan, director  emeritus  of  the  school, 
has  been  removed  from  the  classroom  and 
hung  in  an  appropriate  setting  opposite 
the  entrance  to  the  lounge. 

Alcoves  Are   Remodeled 

Reconstruction  in  the  lobby  has  great- 
ly improved  the  attractiveness  of  the 
alcoves  on  either  side  of  the  entrance. 
Pillars  have  been  replaced  by  built-in 
plant  stands.  One  of  the  alcoves  will 
serve  as  an  office  for  the  housekeeper, 
while  the  other  is  furnished  with  a  desk, 
chairs,  and  settee  for  the  use  of  students 
and  visitors. 

Another  first  floor  improvement  in 
process  of  construction  is  a  cafeteria, 
adjacent    to   the  dining   room. 

The   New   Library 

The  space  formerly  occupied  by  five 
bedrooms  on  the  second  floor  has  been 
reconstructed  into  a  spacious  room  for 
the  library.  This  improvement  is  result- 
ing in  a  more  extensive  and  pleasurable 
use  of  the  library  by  the  student  body. 
Adequate  shelf  space  has  been  provided 
for  expansion  of  the  library  to  meet 
growing  needs.  The  library  collection  now 
consists  of  1,800  volumes  on  professional 
subjects.  Students  also  have  access  to 
the  extensive  library  at  Rush  Medical 
College.     Fiction    and    other    non-profes- 


sional books  are  available  from  the  hos- 
pital library. 

Six  Instructor's  Offices 

Opening  off  the  same  corridor  as  the 
library  are  an  Alumnae  room  and  six 
instructors'  offices.  The  former  will  be 
used  for  conferences  and  committee 
meetings  of  the  Alumnae  Association, 
which  is  ever  on  the  alert  to  be  of  serv- 
ice to  the  Alma  Mater  of  its  members. 

Nursing   Arts   Laboratory 

Another  important  improvement  on  the 
second  floor  is  the  new  nursing  arts 
laboratory.  Four  hospital  beds,  a  work- 
room, and  supply  cupboards  afford  facili- 
ties for  instruction  of  students  in  the 
various  procedures  which  they  will  prac- 
tice later  in  caring  for  patients  in  the 
hospital.  The  workroom  is  set  up  to 
duplicate  the  utility  rooms  in  the  hos- 
pital. This  laboratory  also  is  the  home  of 
"Mrs.  Chase,"  the  accommodating  dummy 
on  which  students  practice  numerous 
procedures  until  they  acquire  proficiency 
which  qualiiies  them  for  similar  work 
with  patients  in  the  hospital.  (Picture  on

Under  a  new  plan  recently  adopted,  the 
dietary,  purchasing,  maintenance,  and 
housekeeping  services  of  Sprague  Home 
are  now  centralized  in  corresponding  de- 
partments of  the  hospital.

Sick  Are  Set  at  58th 

Annual  Meeting 


Work  of  the  past  year  was  re- 
viewed and  plans  for  the  future  dis- 
cussed at  the  58th  annual  meeting  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Society 
held  on  May  7,  following  luncheon 
in  the  hospital  dining  room. 

Charles  B.  Goodspeed,  Fred  A. 
Poor,  Theodore  A.  Shaw,  John  P. 
Welling,  and  Kingman  Douglass  were 
re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  terms  expiring  in  1944.  The  re- 
port of  the  nominating  committee 
was  presented  by  James  B.  Porgan. 
Officers  of  the  Board  were  reelected 
as  follows :  John  McKinlay,  presi- 
dent ;  Charles  B.  Goodspeed  and 
Arthur  G.  Cable,  vice-presidents; 
Solomon  A.  Smith,  treasurer;  King- 
man Douglass,  secretary ;  Fred  S. 
Booth  and  Alfred  Wilson,  assistant 
secretaries. 

In  his  president's  report,  Mr. 
McKinlay  stated  that  donations  for 
current  use  in  1940  amounted  to 
$45,886.  Additions  to  endowments 
totaled  $54,944,  including  a  bequest 
of  $50,000  from  the  late  Orson  C. 
Wells  of  Evanston  for  research  in 
urology,  and  $1,000  under  the  will  of 
Elizabeth  Schaefer. 

Expenditures  for  charity  work  in 
1940  totaled  $180,000,  Mr.  McKinlay 
reported.  New  equipment  was  in- 
stalled at  a  cost  of  $16,279  and  other 
mprovements  cost  $13,348.  Exten- 
sive improvements  are  contemplated 
:or  the  coming  year,  he  said.  Refer- 
*ing  to  the  proposed  affiliation  of  the 
lospital  with  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, Mr.  McKinlay  said  that  no 
lefinite  announcement  could  be  made

Library   Service   is   of   Far-Reaching   Value 

During  1940,  the  hospital  Library  circulated  22,697  books,  and  thousands 
of  magazines  among  patients  and  personnel.  Gifts  of  536  books  were  received, 
while  cash  donations  and  receipts  from  book  sales  amounted  to  $367.40. 
Books  added  to  the  Library  totaled  1,265. 

Since  1929  the  Woman's  Board  has  paid  the  salary  of  a  professional 
librarian,  Miss  Selma  Lindem.  Volunteer  workers  assist  Miss  Lindem  from 
time  to  time. 

In  a  report  presented  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Board,  Miss 
Lindem  described  some  of  the  interesting  aspects  of  her  work,  pointing  out 
the  far-reaching  value  of  this  free  library  service  to  hospital  patients.  The 
following  are  excerpts  from  the  report : 

"Most  patients  feel  quite  drained  of  physical  energy  and  what  seems  a 
little  worse  to  a  great  many,  so  drained  economically,  that  it  is  with  a 
limpness  of  spirit  they  must  face  their  world  again.    The  library  can  do  a

great  deal  to  energize  a  person  mentally 
so  that  he  may  be  fortified  with  treasured 
memories,  reflections,  and  meditations  to 
replace  the  depressing  waves  of  despair 
that  will  creep  into  one's  thought,  espe- 
cially when  an  effort  is  required  to  get 
back  into  the  stride  again. 

"So  one  of  our  aims  is  to  help  create 
a  perspective  which  may  develop  courage 
and  peace  not  only  while  a  patient  is  hos- 
pitalized but  a  lasting  strength  to  face 
whatever  life  holds.  As  I  have  often  said, 
we  meet  so  many  people  in  the  hospital 
who  have  never  formed  a  reading  habit 
or  interest,  and  a  much  larger  number 
who  do  not  have  the  opportunities  to 
read  the  books  they  want  during  their 
busy  working  days.  If  it  is  possible  to 
detect  any  spark  of  interest  or  to  light 
one,  we  try  to  make  this  spark  grow  into 
a  flame  and  we  are  happily  rewarded 
day  after  day. 

Outlook    Is   Changed 

"I  have  in  mind  a  young  man  who 
looked  with  disinterest  and  suspicion  on 
the  bookcart  as  it  entered  the  ward.  His 
attitude  was  that  of  an  uncooperative, 
despondent  individual,  who  seemed  to 
take  pride  in  the  fact  that  he  had  not 
read  a  book  since  he  had  been  compelled 
to  do  so  in  his  high  school  days.  He  just 
knew  that  he  cared  nothing  whatever 
about  reading.  However,  through  the 
interest  of  other  patients  in  books,  his 
attention  was  gradually  caught,  and  he 
left  the  hospital  a  changed  person,  alive 
in  spirit,  chatty,  and  with  an  attitude  of 
self-assurance  acquired  through  the 
knowledge  about  places,  events,  etc. 
which  books  had  given  him.  He  returned 
four  years  later  and  informed  us  that  he 
had  become  the  best  patron  of  the  library 
in  his  home  town,  because  he  had  been 
awakened  to  the  treasures  found  in 
books,  and  was  now  helping  to  influence 
his  friends  to  make  this  discovery  for 
themselves. 

An  Opportunity  to  Learn 
"In  striking  contrast  was  another  man 
patient  who  was  eager  for  learning,  and 
whose  long  stay  in  the  hospital  afforded 
an  opportunity  for  reading  which  added 
greatly  to  his  knowledge  on  many  sub- 
jects. He  was  stimulated  to  thought  in 
new  fields  by  being  asked  to  review  new 
books  and  current  periodicals  for  the 
librarian.  He  was  greatly  pleased  over 
the  opportunity  to  contribute  these  re- 
views "in  return  for  the  library  service 
which  had  meant  so  much  to  him  during 
many  months  in  the  hospital. 

"I  have  in  mind  another  ward  patient, 
a  young  mother  who  was  in  the  hospital 
for  three  years.  She  took  great  interest 
in  reviewing  lighter  novels  and  calling 
attention  to  the  objectionable  content 
which  would  affect  certain  patients.  She 
also  became  interested  in  magazines  and 
books  on  interior  decorating,  and  by  the 
time  she  was  discharged  was  quite  an 
expert  on  this  subject.  These  reading 
interests  gave  her  poise  and  created  con- 
tentment by  helping  her  to  feel  that  her 
time  was  well  spent,  and  that  she  was 
always  one  step  ahead  of  her  friends  in 
knowledge  about  many  subjects. 

Preferences  Are  Varied 

"Of  course,  comparatively  few  patients 
remain  in  the  hospital  for  long  periods, 
but  even  a  short  stay  in  the  hospital 
affords  the  library  an  opportunity  to  be 
of  service.    Many  patients  find  their  hos-

pitalization  period  gives  them  time  for 
concentration  on  heavy  reading.  Other 
patients  welcome  the  opportunity  to  get 
away  from  the  more  serious  aspects  of 
the  world  about  them,  and  prefer  only 
the  lighter  novels.  A  woman  patient  who 
had  known  only  poverty  all  her  life 
asked  for  books  about  elegant  living. 

"We  find  many  opportunities  for 
laughter  in  our  efforts  to  translate  the 
requests  of  patients  into  the  actual  titles 
of  (he  books  they  want.  One  patient 
asked  for  'Bird  Flies  Out  the  Window' 
when  she  wanted  'White  Bird  Flying.' 
Another  requested  'Sahara  Slaying'  when 
the  book  desired  was  'Sapphira  and  the 
Slave  Girl.1  We  find  sadness  also,  as  with 
a  colored  woman  who  wanted  only  the 
Bible  and  'Emerson's  Essays'  because 
they  were  the  only  things  which  gave 
her  an  inner  calm  to  face  her  fate. 


-oreign    Language 


Books 


"Helping  the  foreign-speaking  patient 
to  find  reading  matter  is  a  difficult  prob- 
lem. Most  of  the  foreign  language  books 
seem  rather  morbid  to  us.  However, 
when  not  able  to  converse  with  those 
about  them,  these  patients  appreciate 
something  to  read  in  their  own  language, 
regardless  of  content.  We  have  books  in 
Spanish,  French,  Hebrew,  Scandinavian, 
Polish,  Russian,  Bohemian,  German,  and 
Italian  languages. 

"Now  and  then  we  have  a  patient  who 
does  not  know  how  to  read.  There  are 
also  many  patients  who  do  not  feel  up  to 
reading  or  are  not  allowed  to  do  so  be- 
cause of  eye  conditions.  Our  illustrated 
magazines  are  greatly  appreciated  by 
these  patients. 

"Talking   Book"   Now  Available 

"We  now  have  a  talking  book  which 
was  presented  to  us  by  Miss  Gertrude 
Pulver,  a  former  patient  of  one  of  the 
eye  physicians.  This  is  used  entirely  for 
the  eye  patients.  Records  are  provided 
by  The  American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind,  and  are  distributed  through  the 
Chicago  Public  Library.  The  records  are 
made  in  the  same  way  as  are  other 
phonograph  records,  and  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  complete  contents  of  a  book  40 
to  50  double-faced,  12-inch  records  usual- 
ly are  required. 

Appreciate  Current  Books 

"Patients  frequently  tell  us  that  they 
are  able  to  get  the  books  they  really  en- 
joy only  when  they  come  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  as  patients.  This  is 
especially  true  of  the  new  books,  which 
many  people  find  too  expensive  to  pur- 
chase, which  rental  libraries  seldom  have, 
and  which  are  in  such  great  demand  at 
the  Public  Library  that  one  must  wait 
his  turn  to  obtain  them.  A  school  teacher 
said  she  read  10  current  books  in  two 
weeks    while    a    patient    here    —    books 
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as     negotiations     are     not     entirely! 
completed. 

J.  Dewey  Lutes,  superintendent,! 
presented  the  statistical  report  fori 
1940  and  discussed  future  plans  anJj 
possibilities.  Presbyterian  Hospital 
admitted  an  average  of  one  patient 
every  41  minutes,  47  seconds,  in 
1 940.  Admissions  for  the  year  totaled 
12,576,  including  959  newborn 
babies.  The  daily  average  of  pa- 
tients occupying  hospital  beds  wasi 
329. 

Dr.  Wilber  E.  Post,  president  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  stressed  the  importance  ofil 
medical  teaching  as  a  part  of  the  hos-| 
pital's  program  of  service  and  outlined 
some  of  the  advantages  of  the  proposed 
affiliation  with  the  University  of  Illinois., 
He  also  commented  on  the  incalculable, 
amount  of  free  medical  service  given  by 
staff  members  to  the  thousands  of  needy 
patients  cared  for  each  year  in  hospital 
beds,  in  the  examining  rooms  and  other 
departments,  as  well  as  the  free  medical 
attention  given  to  hospital  employes  and 
student  nurses. 

Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey.  president  of  the 
Woman's  Board,  stated  that  this  organi 
zation  had  contributed  over  $19,000  to 
the  work  of  the  hospital  in  1940,  includ- 
ing support  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment, the  Library  and  other  projects. 

In  her  report,  Miss  Dorothy  Rogers,  di- 
rector of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  hos- 
pital nursing  service,  said  that  the  school 
had  an  average  enrollment  of  173  stu^ 
dents  during  1940  and  that  the  number  ot 
graduate  nurses  on  the  hospital  staff  had 
averaged  124. 

Asa  S.  Bacon,  superintendent  emeritus 
commented  on  the  extremely  low  death 
rate  of  only  two  per  cent  of  all  patients 
admitted  in  1940,  including  accident  and 
other-  emergency  patients,  who  died  with- 
in  48  hours  following  admission. 

The  financial  reports  as  submitted  bj 
the  auditors'  will  be  published  in  thej 
forthcoming  yearbook,  as  will  also  thej 
other  reports  presented  at  the  meeting.    J

"We  know  that  reading  has  openei 
magic  windows  for  hospital  patients 
Through  these  windows  have  come  ini 
vigorating  sweeps  of  fresh  air  and  ne\ 
vistas  of  enchantment,  which  have  no 
only  made  patients  in  the  wards  forgei 
for  a  while  at  least,  the  dreary  busines 
of  waiting  for'  incisions  to  heal,  bones  t 
knit,  and  the  return  to  health,  but  hav 
also  given  them  strength  to  face  th? 
world  again.  We  may  truly  feel  that  th 
influence  of  a  well-stocked  hospital  II 
brary  of  good  books  is  of  far-reachin 
benefit  to  the  thousands  of  patients  wh 
pass  through  Presbyterian  Hospital  eac 
year."

Robert  E.  Ross 
1871-1941 

Presbyterian  Hospital  lost  a  life-long 
friend  when  Robert  Edwin  Ross  passed 
to  his  reward  on  Mar.  20,  1941.  He  was 
a  son  of  Dr.  Joseph  Presley  Ross,  founder 
of  the  hospital.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  Mary  Lord  Ross,  active  member 
of  the  Woman's  Board  and  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  B.  Lord,  who  were 
actively  identified  with  the  hospital  in  its 
early  days;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Frederick  T. 
Haskell  of  Gladstone,  N.  J.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Metz  of  Lenox,  Mass.,  both  active 
members  of  the  Woman's  Board  for 
many  years;  and  one  brother,  William  H. 
Ross  of  Nice,  France. 

Mr.  Ross  was  graduated  from  Prince- 
ton University  in  1895  and  from  the  law 
school  of  Harvard  University  in  1899,  and 
practiced  law  in  Chicago  until  his  retire- 
ment a  few  years  ago.  He  was  a  life 
member  of  the  Chicago  Bar  Association 
and  for  many  years  was  a  trustee  of  the 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Church.  He  assisted 
in  founding  the  Chicago  bureau  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  in  1905  and  was  ac- 
tive in  Red  Cross  work  during  the  last 
world  war. 

One  of  the  hospital  projects  in  which 
Mr.  Ross  had  always  been  interested  was 
the  Hospital  Bulletin.  He  contributed 
liberally  to  its  support  during  the  years 
of  its  publication  by  the  Woman's  Board 
and  continued  his  contribution  after  the 
Bulletin  was  taken  over  five  years  ago 
and  brought  out  in  its  present  form 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superinten- 
dent. 

The  following  beautiful  tribute  to  Mr. 
Ross  was  contributed  by  his  pastor,  the 
Rev.  Harrison  Ray  Anderson: 

One  cannot  even  say  the  name  without 
thinking  of  what  stood  behind  it.  The 
Ross  Clan  were  Highlanders  from  north 
of  Inverness,  and  Robert  Ross  was  true 
to  the  finest  of  his  inheritance.  He  came 
out  of  a  great  home  and  one  that  meant 
much  to  Chicago  and  the  hospital.  As 
far  as  I  know  he  never  let  the  flag  of 
that  home  down  once.  Through  all  the 
years  he  marched  forward  with  it  flying 
high.  This  was  especially  so  during  the 
closing  years  when  he  marched  over  a 
course  that -was  difficult,  to  say  the  least. 
The  suffering  miles  and  the  slower  step, 
however,  did  not  cause  him  to  run  down 
his  colors.    He  had  them  high  at  the  last. 

The  home  in  which  this  good  man  and 
his  dear  wife  made  their  abode  was  one 
of  love  and  culture  and  beauty.  To  enter 
it  was  to  be  refreshed  and  to  leave  it  was 
to  be  strengthened.  Our  friend  loved 
lovely  things  —  books,  music,  friends, 
God's  world,  the  Church  and  his  Saviour. 
He  became  like  that  which  he  loved. 

Faithfulness    is    the    word    which    best 
-describes    him,    and    is    there    a    greater 
quality   of  soul?    "Well  done,   good  and 
faithful  servant." 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done; 
Rest  from  thy  blest  employ 
The  battles  o'er,  the  victory's  won

Helen  B.  North 
1881-1941 

Miss  Helen  B.  North  died  Mar.  24  in 
Albuquerque,  N.  M.,  following  a  several 
months  illness.  Miss  North  was  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Stanley  North.  She  is  survived  by 
an  adopted  son,  one  sister,  and  one 
brother. 

Miss  North  was  deeply  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  others  and  in  1917  estab- 
lished the  first  endowment  set  aside  to 
provide  special  nursing  care  for  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  patients  who  lacked 
means  to  pay  a  private  nurse.  During  the 
years  since,  the  Helen  B.  North  Endowed 
Nurse  Fund  has  provided  special  nursing 
care  to  more  than  4,000  different  patients 
during  critical  periods  following  opera- 
tions or  at  other  critical  times.  The  ex- 
ample set  by  Miss  North  was  followed  by 
three  other  donors  so  that  Presbyterian 
Hospital  now  has  four  endowed  nurses, 
whose  service  to  the  sick  and  injured  will 
continue  as  a  living  memorial  to  Miss 
North  and  the  other  donors  through  all 
the  years  to  come.

Hospital  Makes  Teaching 

Facilities    Available 

in   New  Program 


Under  an  agreement  between  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Illinois,  the  hos- 
pital has  taken  over  the  Rush  Medi- 
cal College  buildings  and  equipment 
under  a  25-year  lease  and  made  these, 
together  with  the  clinical  teaching 
and  research  facilities  of  the  hospital, 
available  to  the  University.  The 
agreement  further  provides  that  the 
University  appoint  to  its  Clinical 
Faculty  of  Medicine  the  members  of 
the  Medical  Staff  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  thereby  making  available  to 
them  the  extensive  laboratory  and 
other  research  facilities  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

The  new  affiliation  is  the  outcome 
of  the  decision  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  to  discontinue  medical  teach- 
ing at  Rush  Medical  College,  which 
had  been  a  part  of  the  University 
since  1924.  Through  an  agreement 
with  the  University  of  Chicago,  Rush 
biddings  and  equipment,  acquired  by 
the  University  in  1924,  have  been  re- 
turned to  the  Trustees  of  Rush  Medi- 
cal College,  who  are  also  to  retain 
the  Rush  Charter,  taken  out  in  1837, 
use  of  the  Rush  name  in  connection 
with  educational  projects,  and  con- 
trol of  certain  trust  funds.  Under  a 
25-year  lease,  Presbyterian  Hospital 
has  assumed  the  maintenance  of  the 
Rush  buildings  and  equipment  for 
educational  purposes. 

Classes  will  be  conducted  during 
the  coming  year  to  permit  Rush  stu- 
dents already  enrolled  to  complete 
their  course,  but  no  new  students 
will  be  enrolled.  Although  Rush  Med- 
ical  College   as   such   will    cease   to

exist,  the  agreement  between  Presby- 
terian Hospital  and  the  University 
of  Illinois  provides  that  the  members 
of  the  Rush  Faculty  who  are  also 
members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
hospital  are  to  be  designated  as 
' '  Rush  Professors ' '  on  the  University 
Faculty  of  Medicine.  In  this  way  the 
name  and  traditions  of  the  first  medi- 
cal school  established  in  Illinois  and 
the  Northwest  will  be  perpetuated. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  con- 
nection that  at  the  time  of  its  found-

DR.  ISABELLA  HERB,  NOTED 

ANESTHETIST,   RETIRES 

AFTER  LONG  CAREER 


Dr.  Isabella  C.  Herb  retired  on 
June  7  from  the  staff  of  Presby- 
terian Hospital  and  the  faculty  of 
Rush  Medical  College,  after  nearly 
32  years  as  head  of  the  department 
of  anesthetics  in  both  institutions. 
She  has  been  appointed  anesthetist 
emeritus  and  will  be  available  for 
consultation. 

At  the  May  dinner  meeting  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  Dr.  Herb  was  the 
guest  of  honor.  Dr.  Edwin  M.  Miller 
gave  a  talk  describing  her  long- 
career  and  voicing  the  high  esteem 
in  which  she  is  held  by  her  col- 
leagues. On  Friday  afternoon,  June 
6,  personnel  from  all  departments 
attended  a  farewell  tea  given  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Herb  in  the  East  recep- 
tion room  of  the  hospital.  At  the 
annual  reunion  luncheon  of  former 
hospital  interns  and  residents  on 
June  7,  Dr.  Herb  was  greeted  by  a 
large  group  of  practicing  physicians 
and  surgeons  to  whom  in  past  years 
she  had  given  instruction  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  anesthetics. 

First  to  Administer  Ethylene 

Dr.  Herb  is  known  to  the  medical 
profession  throughout  the  world  as 
the  anesthetist,  who  first  adminis- 
tered ethylene  gas  at  actual  opera- 
tinos  and  did  much  to  develop 
methods  for  the  safe  and  effective 
use  of  this  now  generally  favored 
anesthetic.  The  anesthetic  property 
of  ethylene  gas  was  discovered  by 
Dr.  Arno  B.  Luckhardt,  professor  of 
physiology  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago, and  Dr.  J.  Bailey  Carter,  then

a  medical  student  and  later  a  Pres- 
byterian intern.  The  operations  at 
which  ethylene-oxygen  was  first 
used  were  performed  by  Dr.  Arthur 
Dean  Bevan,  in  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, on  March  14,  1923.  Its  first 
use  in  obstetrics  was  on  May  1,  1923, 
at  a  cesarean  section  operation  per- 
formed by  Dr.  William  F.  Hewitt  in 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  with  Dr. 
Herb  as  the  administering  anesthe- 
tist. The  results  of  its  use  in  both 
general  surgery  and  obstetrics  were 
so  satisfactory  that  ethylene  gas  in 
combination  with  oxygen  soon  was 
being  used  in  other  hospitals 
throughout  the  country. 

In  Presbyterian  Hospital  ethylene- 
oxygen  is  used  at  a  large  percentage 
of  the  operations  performed.  It  is 
frequently  used  in  combination  with 
ether  or  in  combination  with  local 
anesthesia.  In  the  obstetrical  depart- 
ment, ethylene-oxygen  is  adminis- 
tered to  lessen  the  pain  of  normal 
childbirth  as  well  as  at  all  cesarean 
section  births. 

Associate  of  Dr.  Ochsner 

When  Isabella  Coler  Herb  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  Woman's  Medical  College 
of  Northwestern  University  in  1892,  she 
wanted  to  become  a  surgeon  but  events 
led  her  into  other  fields.  After  a  period 
of  study  in  Europe,  she  became  associated 
with  the  late  Dr.  Albert  J.  Ochsner  as 
anesthetist  at  Augustana  Hospital.  Dr. 
Lawrence  H.  Prince,  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital's first  intern  in  1884-85,  was  at  that 
time  an  obstetrician  on  the  staff  of 
Augustana,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  Herb,  developed  the  "open  drop" 
method  of  etherization,  which  made 
ether  induction  much  easier  for  the 
patient  and  greatly  reduced  the  toxic 
after-effects.  The  new  technique  soon 
became  known  to  other  anesthetists  and 
for  many  years  has  been  the  universally 
accepted  method  of  ether  induction. 

Pathology  Claims   Interest 

After  several  years  with  Dr.  Ochsner, 
Dr.  Herb  joined  the  staff  of  the  Mayo 
Clinic  at  Rochester,  Minn.,  as  anesthetist 
and  pathologist.  At  the  end  of  five  years 
she  went  to  Europe  for  further  graduate 
study  in  pathology.  Following  her  return 
to  Chicago,  she  took  up  research  work  in 
bacteriology  under  a  grant  from  the 
American  Medical  Association,  as  an 
associate  of  Dr.  Ludwig  Hektoen,  emi- 
nent Chicago  pathologist  and  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  staff,  now  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  National  Advisory 
Cancer  Council. 

First  Woman  on   Staff 

In  1909,  when  Dr.  Arthur  Dean  Bevan, 
head  of  the  surgical  department  in  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  and  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege, invited  Dr.  Herb  to  take  charge  of 
the  department  of  anesthetics  in  the  two 
closely  affiliated  institutions,  she  decided 
to  give  up  her  work  in  pathology  and 
again  specialize  as  an  anesthetist.  She 
was  the  first  woman  appointed  to  the 
Medical  Staff  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.

Dr.   Herb's   contributions 
to  medical  literature  have  included  chap- 
ters  on    anesthesia    in   several    textbooks 
and  many  published  articles. 

Although    Isabella    Coler    Herb    never 
realized  her  original  ambition  to  become 
a  surgeon,  during  her  43  years  as  anes- 
thetist she  was  associated  with  many  of  i 
the  world's   best   known  surgeons. 

Dr.   Mary  Lyons   Heads   Department 

Dr.  Mary  Lyons,  an  anesthetist  on  the 
hospital  staff  for  21  years,  has  been  ap- 
pointed head  of  the  department.  Dr. 
Lyons  is  a  graduate  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  of  Loyola  University  and  was 
formerly  head  anesthetist  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Chicago.  She  came  to  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  1920  as  anesthetist  for 
Dr.  Dean  Lewis,  eminent  surgeon,  who 
later  became  head  of  the  department  of 
surgery  at  Johns  Hopkins  University.

LEGISLATURE    PASSES    BILL 

ESTABLISHING  MEDICAL 

CENTER  DISTRICT 


When  Governor  Dwight  H.  Green 
affixed  his  signature  early  in  June  to 
the  Medical  Center  District  Act,  the 
way  was  opened  for  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  West  Side  Medical 
Center  area  along  lines  which  civic 
leaders  and  those  connected  with 
the  various  institutions  have  long- 
advocated. 

The  measure  provides  for  creation 
of  a  Medical  Center  District  com- 
prising the  area  bounded  by  Ash- 
land Avenue,  Oakley  Boulevard, 
Congress  and  12th  Streets.  The  dis- 
trict will  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  a  Commission  of  five  members, 
one  each  appointed  by  the  governor, 
mayor  of  Chicago,  president  of  the 
Cook  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, president  of  the  Chicago  Park 
District,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

Under  the  powers  of  eminent  do- 
main granted  to  it,  the  Commission 
may  acquire  property  and  erect 
buildings  for  medical  purposes,  for 
the  use  of  persons  connected  with 
medical  institutions,  or  for  use  of 
dealers  in  medical  accessories.  The 
Commission  may  also  set  apart  any 
part  of  the  district  as  a  park  and  is 
empowered  ' '  to  so  improve  and  man- 
age such  district  as  to  provide  con- 
ditions most  favorable  for  the  spe- 
cial care  and  treatment  of  the  sick 
and  injured  and  for  the  study  of 
disease." 

Other  powers  of  the  Commission 
include  the  authority  to  "classify, 
regulate  and  restrict  the  location  and 
construction  of  buildings  within  such 

district prohibit  uses  of 

buildings  and  structures  incompati- 
ble with  the  character  of  an  educa- 
tional and  hospital  district  to  the 
end  that  adequate  light,  air,  quiet- 
ness and  safety  from  fire  and  from 
the  communication  of  diseases  and 
other  dangers  may  be  secured." 

In  granting  to  the  Commission 
power  to  purchase  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire property  within  the  district, 
the  bill  specifically  exempts  "medi- 
cal institutions  or  allied  educational 
institutions,  hospitals,  dispensaries, 
clinics,  churches,  or  real  property 
which  is  used  for  dormitories,  or 
homes  for  the  nurses,  doctors,  stu- 
dents, instructors,  or  officers  of  insti- 
tutions located  in  the  district  or 
which  is  used  for  offices  or  recrea- 
tional purposes  in  connection  with 
the  institutions."

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THE  WEST  SIDE  MEDICAL  CENTER 

Institutions  now  comprising  the  West  Side  Medical 
Center  care  for  more  than  100,000  bed  patients  annu- 
ally, while  out-patient  visits  total  more  than  700,000. 
In  the  hospitals  in  this  area  there  are  born  each  year 
more  than  6,000  babies  —  enough  to  populate  a 
small  city. 

Physicians  and  surgeons  on  the  attending  staffs  of 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  number  more  than  600. 
Serving  also  in  these  institutions  are  225  interns  and 
resident  doctors,  and   1,100  graduate  nurses. 

More  than  800  physicians  and  surgeons  are  on  the 
faculties  of  medical  schools  in  which  are  enrolled 
around  1,300  students.  Other  professional  schools, 
including  dental,  pharmacy,  nursing,  and  related 
professions  have  an  enrollment  in  excess  of  2,500 
students. 

A  total  of  nearly  $50,000,000  has  been  invested  out 
of  both  public  and  private  funds  in  the  land,  build- 
ings, and  equipment  now  being  used  for  hospital, 
medical  teaching,  and  medical  research  purposes. 
The  annual  budgets  of  these  institutions  aggregate 
around  $8,000,000. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  has  shared  largely  in  the 
development  of  this  great  center  of  service  to  ill 
humanity.  Through  the  program  now  being  formu- 
lated, this  hospital  hopes  to  participate  even  more 
largely  in  the  realization  of  a  greater  West  Side 
Medical  Center,  which  will  take  foremost  rank 
among  the  medical  centers  of  the  world. 

Medical  Center  Institutions 

The  aerial  view  reproduced  here  shows  the  location 
of  the  institutions  now  comprising  the  West  Side 
Medical  Center.  The  Medical  Center  District  estab- 
lished by  the  recently  passed  state  law  extends  from 
Congress  to  12th  Street  and  from  Ashland  Avenue 
to  Oakley  Boulevard.

ing  in  1837  by  Dr.  Daniel  Brainard 
and  associates,  the  school  was  named 
for  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  distinguished 
physician  of  Philadelphia  and  one  of 
the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence. 

Central  Free  Dispensary,  which  has 
been  maintained  in  the  Nicholas  Senn 
building  as  an  outpatient  and  clinical 
teaching  center,  affllliated  with  both  the 
college  and  the  hospital,  will  be  operated 
and  maintained  by  the  hospital  as  its  own 
outpatient   department. 

The  new  plan,  which  went  into  effect 
on  July  1,  brings  to  a  highly  satisfactory 
conclusion  negotiations  which  have  been 
pending  for  several  years.  It  opens  the 
way  for  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  the 
University  of  Illinois  to  combine  their 
facilities  and  resources  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  greater  medical  center,  which 
will  take  its  place  among  the  leading 
centers  of  the  world  devoted  to  the  care 
of  ill  humanity  and  the  advancement  of 
medical  knowledge. 

In  order  to  consummate  this  agreement 
of  far-reaching  significance,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  assumed  obligations  and  responsi- 
bilities that  involve  a  broad  development 
program,  further  details  of  which  will  be 
announced    in    due    time. 


MEDICAL  CENTER  BILL 

(Continued  from  page  k,  col.  1) 

To  obtain  funds  for  the  improvement 
and  development  of  the  Medical  Center 
District  as  provided  therein,  the  bill 
authorizes  the  Commission  to  borrow 
money  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  or  from  private  corporations 
or  persons  and  to  issue  bonds  to  cover 
such  indebtedness,  payment  to  be  made 
from  revenues  derived  from  buildings 
erected. 

Authorities  estimate  that  approximate- 
ly 60  million  dollars  will  eventually  be 
expended  by  the  Commission  to  clear 
out  deteriorated  sections  and  replace 
them  with  modern  buildings  or  park 
areas.  It  is  expected  that  expansion  of 
Cook  County  Hospital  to  enable  it  to 
more  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  the 
indigent  sick  and  convalescent  will  be 
facilitated  by  the  creation  of  the  Medical 
Center  District.  Other  medical  institu- 
tions in  the  district,  including-  Presby- 
terian Hospital,  may  now  carry  forward 
development  plans  with  the  assurance 
that  public  authorities  will  create  an 
environment  conducive  to  an  enlarged 
program  of  hospital  service  and  medical 
teaching  and   research. 

The  Medical  Center  District  Bill  was 
introduced  in  the  State  Legislature  by 
Representative  Vito  Marzullo  of  the  Sec- 
ond Senatorial  District.  In  his  indefatiga- 
ble efforts  to  have  the  measure  passed 
Mr.  Marzullo  was  assisted  by  the  other 
two  representatives  from  this  District, 
Hon.  James  J.  Aducci  and  Hon.  James  J. 
Ryan,  and  by  State  Senator  Frank  Ryan, 
who  sponsored  the  bill  in  the  upper  house. 

The  Midwest  News,  progressive  com- 
munity newspaper  in  this  section  of  Chi- 
cago, did  much  to  enlist  public  support 
for  the  bill  and  kept  its  readers  informed 
about  the  provisions  and  purpose  of  the 
measure.

The  main  re- 
quirements are  a  pleasant  smile  for 
all  who  pass  by,  alertness,  and  per- 
severance. ~  "Taggers  work  in  relays, 
so  that  the  task  does  not  prove  too 
tiring.  Last  year  taggers  from  40 
churches  collected  $1,778.08  from  the 
public  passing  the  locations  assigned 
to  the  hospital.  The  goal  for  this 
year  is  $2,000.  All  taggers  are 
volunteer  workers  and  the  money 
collected  is  used  to  help  provide  free 
hospital  care  for  needy  sick  children.

COMMENTS  ON  TRAINING 

NURSES    RECEIVED    HERE 


An  article  in  the  May  issue  of 
The  Interprofessional  Bulletin,  pub- 
lished by  the  New  York  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Pharmacy, 
comments  on  the  recent  retirement 
of  William  Gray  from  the  position 
of  head  pharmacist  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  also  commends  Presby- 
terian School  of  Nursing  graduates, 
serving  on  the  staff  of  New  York 
Hospital  in  New  York  City.  The 
article  is  by  Donald  A.  Clarke,  R.Ph., 
who  as  head  pharmacist  in  New 
York  Hospital  retains  the  title 
"apothecary-in-chief,"  which  dates 
back  to  thi'  early  days  of  the  insti- 
tution, founded  in  1771,  and  now  one 
of  the  largest  hospitals  in  New  York 
City. 

After  commenting  on  Mr.  (fray's 
professional  affiliations  as  listed  in  a 
previous  issue  of  our  Bulletin,  Mr. 
Clarke  says  "His  presence  at  each 
national  convention  has  been  a  fore- 
gone conclusion,  and  something  to 
be  anticipated.  In  debate,  his  words 
of  wisdom,  emphatically  put,  have 
always  been  timely. 

Commends  Presbyterian  Nurses 
"But  it  is  not  his  obvious  activities  of 
which  we  would  speak  —  rather,  it  is  one 
of  the  many  things  less  impressive  but 
which  will  serve  to  perpetuate  his  work 
long  years  hence.  Mr.  Gray  has  spent  a 
full  month  with  each  nursing  class, 
through  these  many  years,  instructing 
them  in  the  arts  of  the  apothecary  —  not 
to  make  them  pharmacists  but  to  make 
them  better  nurses.  This  he  has  achieved. 
Nurses  from  Chicago's  Presbyterian  are 
outstanding  wherever  they  go,  are  good 
nurses,  thoroughly  founded  in  their  work. 
And  one  of  the  reasons  is  the  fact  that 
their  knowledge  of  drugs  and  chemicals 
is  knowledge  instilled  from  doing  under 
the  guidance  of  a  master,  rather  than 
knowledge  acquired  by  reading  or  listen- 
ing  to   theoretical   dissertations. 

"Our  experiences  with  Chicago's  Pres- 
byterian Hospital!  nurses  lead  us  to  state 
of  Mr.  Gray,  that  certainly  as  a  result 
of  this  one  obscure  function  the  world  is 
a  better  place  for  his  having  lived  in  it. 
We   extend   our  congratulations."

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  AIDS  IN  THE  RECOVERY  OF  PATIENTS 


Doctors  Prescribe  It  as  They  Do 

Medicine   and    Other 

Treatment 


The  following  interesting'  paper  on 
the  history  and  present  status  of 
occupational  therapy  was  presented 
by  Miss  Winifred  Brainerd  at  one  of 
the  meeting's  of  the  Woman's  Board 
during  the  past  year : 

"It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  the 
Occupational  Therapy  Department 
was  organized  during  the  last  world 
war  as  an  adjunct  to  the  School  of 
Nursin"'  course.  One  of  the  earliest 
pioneers  in  this  field  was  Miss  Susan 
E.  Tracy,  who  was  superintendent  of 
nurses  at  Adams  Nervine  Hospital 
in  Boston,  Mass.  She  organized  oc- 
cupational therapy  departments  in 
many  schools  of  nursing  in  New 
England  and  these  departments  were 
in  charge  of  nurses  who  showed  par- 
ticular aptitude  in  this  field. 

"Miss  Tracy  came  to  Chicago  in 
1916,  and  organized  the  first  such 
department  in  Chicago  at  Michael 
Reese  Hospital.  The  second  hospital 
to  establish  occupational  therapy  was 
Presbyterian,  where  Miss  McMillan 
incorporated  this  work  in  the  educa- 
tion of  the  student  nurses.  Miss 
Tracy  spent  six  months  here,  her 
services  being  financed  for  three 
months  by  the  Woman's  Board  and 
for  the  last  three  months  by  Miss 
Helen  Drake  in  memory  of  her 
mother. 

"Nurses  took  charge  of  the  work  dur- 
ing 1917  and  the  first  half  of  1918,  for 
there  were  no  trained  occupational  ther- 
apists at  that  time. 

Helps  Train  Therapists 

"In  1918  Red  Cross  started  the  first 
course  to  train  therapists.  Miss  Winifred 
Brainerd,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  a 
School    of    Occupational    Therapy   at   the 

JUniversity  of  Toronto,  came  to  Presby- 
terian  in   August,    1918.    The   Red   Cross 

I  sent    its    students    to    Presbyterian    for 

J  practice  work,  as  did  the  Henry  B.  Favill 

I  School  of  Occupations. 

Woman's   Board  Aids   Department 

"During  this  period  and  in  the  years 
Pthat  followed,  the  department  had  the 
I  staunch  financial  support  of  the  Woman's 
I  Board  and  this  support  made  possible  the 
I  purchase  of  adequate  equipment  which 
[still  is  in  use.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Martin,  Mrs. 
|W.  B.  Re  Qua,  and  Mrs.  L.  Hamilton 
[McCormick  were  notable  in  their  un- 
tiring interest  and  effort  in  behalf  of 
this  cause  which  they  believed  in  so 
completely. 

"During  the  last  twenty  years  occupa- 
tional therapy  has  had  a  slow  but  steady 
growth.  The  Red  Cross  course  of  1918 
has  been  succeeded  by  five  accredited 
Schools  of  Occupational  Therapy  under 
the  supervision  of  the  American  Medical 
Association.    The  American  Occupational

activities  not  only  provide  diversion  for^patients  but  are  planned  and  carried  out  to 
attain  definite  therapeutic  results.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service,  but  patients  pay 
for  new  materials  in  making  articles,  which  they  keep. 


Therapy  Association  now  has  more  than 
1,000  members,  and  qualified  therapists 
are  registered,  as  are  doctors  and  nurses. 

Recognize  Therapeutic  Value 

"From  a  pleasant  form  of  diversion,  to 
help  pass  the  time  away,  occupational 
therapy  is  now  acknowledged  to  be  'any 
activity,  mental  or  physical,  definitely 
prescribed  and  guided  for  the  distinct 
purpose  of  contributing  1o  or  hastening 
recovery  from  disease  or  injury  and 
assisting  in  the  social  rehabilitation  of 
the  individual.'  It  is  ordered  by  the  doc- 
tor to  help  his  patient  get  well,  and  its 
dosage  can  be  as  nicely  administered  as 
that  of  any  other  form  of  therapy. 

Hospital   Has  Two  Therapists 

"At  the  present  time  two  therapists 
are  employed  in  the  department  at  Pres- 
byterian Hospital.  They  work  through- 
out the  hospital,  with  all  types  of  pa- 
tients, including  the  children.  In  addi- 
tion, the  pre-clinical  students  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  receive  a  course  in  the 
department.  This  work  gives  them  an 
opportunity  to  approach  the  patient  in- 
formally and  to  learn  that  inside  the 
cast,  or  back  of  the  powders  and  cream, 
is  an  individual  who  plays  rummy  or 
works  picture  puzzles  or  has  a  garden  or 
likes  to  knit." 

As  further  evidence  of  the  increasing 
interest  in  occupational  therapy  as  a  pro- 
fession, Miss  Brainerd  states  that  three 
new  Schools  of  Occupational  Therapy  are 
opening  this  fall,  at  Columbia  University, 
New  York  University,  and  Michigan 
State  Normal  School,  respectively. 

The  national  convention  of  the  Ameri- 
can Occupational  Therapy  Association 
was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  the  first 
week  of  September.  Several  joint  ses- 
sions were  held  with  the  American  Con- 
gress of  Physical  Therapy,  which  held  its

Charles   H.   Hamill 

1868-  1941 

Presbyterian  Hospital  lost  a  valued 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
Chicago  lost  a  civic  leader,  when  Charles 
Humphrey  Hamill  passed  away  on  Aug. 
10,  1941. 

Mr.  Hamill  was  the  son  of  Charles  D. 
and  Susan  Fanny  Walbridge  Hamill, 
both  prominent  in  early  day  civic  affairs 
of  Chicago.  Charles  D.  Hamill  was  a  son 
of  Dr.  Robert  C.  Hamill,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Mrs. 
Charles  D.  Hamill  joined  the  Ladies  Aid 
Society  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1887 
and  was  its  third  president,  serving  from 
189?  to  1909.  Charles  H.  Hamill  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
since  1914,  and  was  a  former  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Hamill  was  graduated  from  Yale 
University  in  1890  and  in  1893  he  was 
awarded  his  LL.B.  degree  from  North- 
western University  Law  School.  He  be- 
came one  of  the  most  prominent  attor- 
neys in  Chicago  and  took  an  active  part 
in  numerous  civic  projects.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  Mr.  Hamill  was  honorary 
president  of  the  Orchestral  Association 
of  which  he  was  president  for  15  years 
and  a  member  since  1905.  He  was  a 
former  director  of  the  United  Charities, 
former  president  of  the  Chicago  Club,  and 
a  member  of  the  University,  Onwentsia, 
and  Saddle  and  Cycle  Clubs,  the  Art  In- 
stitute, and  the  Chicago  Historical  So- 
ciety. Mr.  Hamill  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Hamill. 


Rev.   Edward    N.  Ware 

I860-  1941 

The  Rev.  Edward  Newell  Ware,  for  26 
years  chaplain  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital until  his  retirement  three  years 
ago,  passed  to  his  heavenly  reward  on 
Aug.  20,  1941. 

Edward  Newell  Ware  was  born  July  2, 
1860  at  Richmond,  Ky.  During  the  Civii 
War,  two  years  later,  he  was  hidden  in 
the  fireplace  for  safety  while  a  battle 
raged  around  the  family  home.  He  was 
educated  at  Illinois  Wesleyan,  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary.  He  held  pastor- 
ates in  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  before  com- 
ing to  Chicago  as  pastor  of  Endeavor 
Presbyterian  Church.  During  the  first 
World  War,  he  accompanied  Base  Hos- 
pital Unit  13  to  France  as  its  chaplain. 
This  unit  was  organized  by  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  served  at  Limoges,  France. 
Dr.  Ware  was  a  former  secretary  of  the 
Chicago  Federation  of  Churches  and  a 
member  of  the  board  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  of  Christian  Education. 

Dr.  Ware  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
Mrs.  Cora  Ware,  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Sheldon  Wright,  of  Birmingham,  Mich. 
and  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Wing  of  Evanston 
and  a  son,  Willis  C.  Ware. 

During  his  years  of  service  as  chaplain 
in  Presbyterian  Hospital,  thousands  of 
men,  women,  and  children  were  cheered 
and  helped  by  his  unobtrusive,  untiring, 
and  kindly  ministrations.

Through  this  entrance  pass  an  average  of  500  needy  sick  persons  daily  to  receive  medical  care  in  clinics  conducted  by  members 
if  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Medical  Staff  and  other  members  of  the  College  of  Medicine  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 
The  dispensary  is  now  operated  and  supported  by  the  hospital  as  its  outpatient  department  for  the  medically  indigent. 


WORK  BEGUN   IN  CITY  OVER 

100  YEARS  AGO  CARRIED 

ON  BY  THE  HOSPITAL 


[llness  or  other  physical  disability 
presents  an  economic  problem  to 
most  persons  of  moderate  income. 
To  those  in  the  low-income  and  the 
no-income  groups,  the  charitable  dis- 
pensary is  in  most  instances  the  only 
medium  for  obtaining  medical  care. 
Besides  being  a  haven  to  ill  humani- 
ty, the  dispensary  is  the  community's 
first  line  of  defense  against  the 
spread  of  disease  and  the  increase  of 
dependency  resulting  from  prevent- 
able physical  disability. 

For  nearly  100  years  Rush  Medical 
College  made  possible  the  operation  of 
such  a  dispensary.  Even  before  the  col- 
lege started  its  first  course  of  instruction 
(1843)  one  of  its  founders,  Dr.  James  V. 
Z.  Blaney,  had  started  Chicago's  first  free 
medical  dispensary  in  1839  in  his  offices 
opposite  the  old  Sherman  House.  This 
dispensary  was  taken  over  by  the  college 
in  1843  and  moved  to  the  first  college 
building  in  1844.  The  "Charity  Dispen- 
sary" maintained  by  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege had  a  more  or  less  continuous  exis- 
tence at  various  locations  until  1875  when 
Central  Free  Dispensary  affiliated  with 
the  college  and  became  its  outpatient 
clinical  teaching  center.  Central  Free 
dates  back  to  1867  when  it  was  organized 
as    Brainard    Dispensary,    which    in    1873 


Patient    Visits    Total 
1,878,652  in  Decade 

During;  the  last  decade  223,390 
different  individuals  received  medi- 
cal care  in  a  total  of  1,878,652 
visits  to  Central  Free  Dispensary. 
Of  this  number  74.6  percent  lacked 
means  to  pay  the  nominal  admis- 
sion fees.  All  qualified  for  dispen- 
sary care  in  accordance  with  in- 
come standards  as  drawn  up  by  the 
Council  of  Social  Agencies  commit- 
tee and  based  on  actual  living  costs. 

The  daily  average  of  patient 
visits  for  the  ten  years  was  620. 
Because  of  improved  employment 
conditions  visits  are  now  averaging 
around  500  daily.  These  patients 
include  members  of  families  and 
single  persons  to  whom  employ- 
ment does  not  bring;  incomes  that 
afford  a  margin  for  medical  care; 
the  cardiacs,  diabetics,  arthritics, 
and  others  whose  physical  condi- 
tion greatly  restricts  employment 
opportunities;  and  those  who  are 
definitely  unemployable  because  of 
age,  physical  handicaps,  or  mental 
deficiencies. 

In  assuming  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  dispensary, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  has  greatly 
enlarged  its  program  of  service  to 
the  needy  sick,  entailing  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  its  charitable 
budget. 


MEDICAL  SOCIAL  SERVICE  IS 

ESSENTIAL  PART  OF  WORK 

IN  THE  DISPENSARY 


In  the  .'JO  clinics  of  Central  Freej 
Dispensary  sick  men,  women,  andj 
children  are  seen  and  treated  by 
doctors  who  are  specialists  in  their 
respective  fields,  ailments  are  diag- 
nosed with  the  aid  of  laboratory, 
X-ray  and  other  scientific  equipment, 
medicines,  dressings  and  other  sup 
plies  arc  provided,  minor  surgery  is; 
performed,  ami  physical  therapy 
treatments  administered.  But  the' 
work  of  the  dispensary  does  not  stop] 
witli  medical  and  surgical  care  thus 
provided. 

Through  its  admission  and  social  serv- 
ice departments,  the  dispensary  does 
much  to  gather  up  the  loose  ends  of 
human  need  and  by  calling  into  actionj 
various  other  community  agencies  helpsi 
to  work  out  a  correlated  program  which 
gives  to  each  patient  the  best  possible 
solution  of  his  health  problem.  Whether) 
it's  a  special  diet  for  a  malnourished  orl 
a  diabetic  patient,  milk  for  a  sick  baby, 
warm  clothing  for  an  ill-clad  patient,! 
braces  for  an  orthopedic  patient,  glasses 
for  defective  or  failing  eyes,  or  any  one 
of  dozens  of  other  needs  that  are  closely, 
related  to  the  cause  and  cure  of  disease 
and  the  overcoming  of  physical  handi-i 
cap — the  medical  social  workers  endeavor;

was  combined  with  Herrick  Dispensary 
and  incorporated  as  "The  Central  Free 
Dispensary  of  West  Chicago." 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital,  founded  in 
1883  through  the  efforts  of  Rush  faculty 
members  and  prominent  Presbyterian 
laymen,  completed  a  triune  of  medical 
institutions,  which  have  worked  in  close 
cooperation  for  nearly  60  years,  members 
of  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital  and 
of  the  college  faculty  serving  on  the  dis- 
pensary staff  without  remuneration. 


Although  affiliated  with  both  the  col- 
lege and  the  hospital  and  occupying 
quarters  in  one  of  the  college  buildings, 
the  dispensary  has  operated  under  a 
separate  board  of  directors,  who  were 
responsible  for  its  administration  and 
financial  support. 

Tinder  the  new  affiliation  between  the 

Presbyterian  Hospital  and  the  University 

of  Illinois,   effective  last  July  1,   Central 

Free   Dispensary   became   the    outpatient

When  dispensary  doctors  advise  hospi 
talization,  arrangements  are  made  fqj 
this  in  a  public  hospital  or  in  a  privat 
hospital  that  provides  free  care  or  whic! 
participates  in  Community  Fund  alloca 
tions.  Presbyterian  Hospital  admits  dis 
pensary-referred  patients  for  free  car* 
to  the  extent  that  its  funds  and  facilitie 
permit. 


To  the  dispensary  eye  clinic  conies  a  daily  average  of  38 
patients,  ranging  all  the  way  from  infants  like  the  one  pictured 
above  to  aged  men  and  women.  Here  eye  diseases  and  defects 
are  diagnosed  and  treated,  vision  tests  conducted  and  glasses 
fitted  for  hundreds  of  needy  patients  annually — an  inestimable 
contribution  to  the  conservation  of  eyesight  and  the  prevention 
of  dependency  due  to  blindness  and  near-blindness. 


One  of  the  larger  items  in  the  dispensary  budget  is  the  cost 
of  drugs  and  other  medicines  supplied  to  patients.  Insulin, 
biological  extracts,  and  vitamins  are  among  the  more  expensive 
medicaments  included  in  the  daily  average  of  262  prescriptions 
filled  at  the  drug  window,  past  which  the  line  pictured  above  is 
moving.  In  addition  large  quantities  of  medical  supplies  are 
used  in  treating  patients  in  the  various  clinics.

department  of  the  hospital.  The  medical 
jstaff  of  the  hospital  and  other  members 
of  the  faculty  of  medicine  of  the  Univer- 
jsity  of  Illinois  now  comprise  the  dispen- 
sary medical  staff.  These  physicians  and 
surgeons  receive  no  remuneration  for 
jtheir  services  to  dispensary  patients. 
[The  dispensary  will  continue  to  serve  as 
Ian  outpatient  clinical  teaching  center  for 
Jboth  graduate  and  undergraduate  medi- 
cal education. 

Maintenance  of  the  dispensary  involves 
salaries    of   members    of   the    administra- 
tive,   social    service,    nursing,    technical, 
pharmacy,    and   housekeeping   staffs,    the 
upkeep    of    equipment    and    the    cost    of 
drugs,    medical,    surgical    and    other   sup- 
plies.  These  expenses  amount  to  an  aver- 
age of  $1.05  for  each  patient  visit.    The 
Chicago  Relief  Administration  contributes 
865  cents  for  each  of  its  clients  referred 
■  to  the  dispensary.    Contributions  also  are 
received  from  some  of  the  other  agencies 
that   refer   patients   and   from   the   Com- 
munity Fund.    Patients  who  are  able  to 
Ho  so  pay  the  below-cost  admission   and 
I' visit  fees  of  50  cents  for  adults,  35  cents 
for    children,    and    15    cents    for    infants. 
JHowever,    such    fees    are    collected    from 
jonly  25  percent  of  the  patients  cared  for. 
From  these  facts  it  can  be  readily  seen 
Ijthat  there  is  a  sizable  deficit  to  be  met 
through    contributions    from    those    who 
wish  to  share  in  this  great  service  to  the 
needy  sick.

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Dean   DeWitt  Lewis,   M.D. 
Aug.  I  I,  1874  —  Oct.  9,  !94l 

It  is  difficult  to  realize  that  our  friend 
Dean  Lewis  is  gone.  His  loyalty  to  his 
country  and  friends,  his  enthusiasm  for 
his  work,  his  marvelous  memory  his  love 
of  sports,  and  his  great  ability  as  a  sur- 
geon and  teacher  all  blended  into  a  per- 
sonality that  will  never  be  forgotten  To 
those  of  us  who  knew  him  intimately  his 
friendship  was  one  of  the  big  things  of 
life.  To  those  who  came  under  him  as 
students  or  house  officers,  his  originality 
of  thought  and  action  will  be  a  continu- 
ing inspiration. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  owes  a 
great  debt  to  Dean  Lewis.  Coming  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  in  1903  to  the 
surgical  faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College 
and  the  staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, he  at  once  attracted  the  attention 
ot  his  colleagues  and  the  admiration  of 
his  students  by  his  talents  as  a  teacher 
of  surgical  anatomy  and  clinical  surgery 
His  knowledge  of  the  literature  of  his 
held  was  inclusive  and  at  times  embar- 
rassing to  his  students  and  assistants  In 
a  very  short  time  he  had  acquired  not 
only  a  large  surgical  practice  but  was  in 
increasing  demand  as  a  speaker  at  medi- 
cal meetings  throughout  the  Middle  West 
where  his  contributions  on  bone  pathol- 
ogy, ductless  glands,  breast,  and  peri- 
pheral nerves  did  much  to  promote  clear 
thinking  and  better  surgery  but  also 
added  materially  to  the  knowledge  in 
those  particular  fields. 

At  heart  a  great  patriot  and  truly 
proud  of  his  country  he  was  given  the 
task  of  the  organization  of  Base  Hospital 
13  in  the  winter  of  1917.  Later  in  France 
he  became  Chief  Surgeon  of  Evacuation 
Hospital  7  and  saw  much  active  service 
from  the  battle  of  Chateau  Thierry 
through  St.  Mihiel  to  Belgium  and  the 
Armistice.  His  devotion  to  the  enlisted 
personnel  in  the  army  and  to  his  wounded 
was  real  and  his  opportunity  to  serve 
them  probably  combined  to  make  one  of 
the  happiest  chapters  in  his  life. 

His  editorship  of  the  Lewis  Surgery 
and  The  Archives  of  Surgery  as  well  as 
his  membership  and  leadership  in  surgi- 
cal societies  too  numerous  to  mention 
his  presidency  of  the  American  Medicai 
Association  in  1934,  his  honorary  degrees 
and  his  final  appointment  to  the  Chair  of 
Surgery  at  Johns  Hopkins  University  in 
1925  were  all  part  of  the  natural  evolu- 
tion and  development  of  a  great  surgeon 
and  a  great  man.  No  honor  changed  in 
the  slightest  his  interest  in  the  homely 
fundamentals  of  life,  and  his  loyalties 
never  flagged. 

To  such  a  man  we  pay  high  honor  and 
are  indeed  grateful  that  our  paths  so 
often  crossed.  He  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  a  great  host  of  his  friends  and  his 
character  and  deeds  will  for  many  a  day 
be  part  of  the  great  traditions  of  surgery.
